SELLING TO THE WORLD 
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Maintaining Pharmaceutical Services 


The problem of maintaining an adequate pharmaceu- 
tical service in the Commonwealth is one which must 
always be a matter for thought by pharmaceutical 
organisations and in particular by the teaching insti- 
tutions. 


Perfect equilibrium between supply and demand 
whether it be in goods or personnel can never be 
attained. The balance, indeed, can be significantly 
disturbed by some minor circumstance. All that can be 
hoped is that a position can be maintained in which 
the margin on either side is not too great. 


Overcrowding of a profession can be as calamitous 
as a shortage, but it is in the common interest that there 
shall be no failure of any essential service. 


Changes in the pharmaceutical educational systems 
in Australia introduced in 1960 have directed attention 
to this aspect of the problem. 


Higher qualifications for entrance, higher tuition fees, 
advanced levels of instruction and greater failure rates 
indicate that the number of graduates from pharma- 
ceutical teaching establishments in the immediate future 
is likely to decline. 


This has been imposed upon a condition of shortage 
which has persisted in all States and also in other 
countries since the 1939-1945 War years. 


The population curve is rising steadily and some of 
the services vitally necessary are not expanding pro- 
portionately. 

It has been suggested that the optimum ratio of 
pharmacies/population is about one pharmacy to 2,500 
of population. The latest figures indicate that in 
Australia approximately this proportion exists. Figures 
taken in a recent survey disclose the position shown in 
the next column. 

Although pharmaceutical education is passing over to 
Universities, pharmacy must interest itself in this 
question. We are not suggesting that at present the 
public is not adequately served. There is, however, an 
awareness that staffing of existing pharmacies, pharmacy 
departments and dispensaries is often difficult with the 
available reservoir of qualified assistants.

It would appear necessary in the circumstances that 
some inquiry be undertaken as to whether the present 
output is sufficient. 


Overall intake of new students into pharmacy in 1960 
was about normal, although there were some unantici- 
pated variations in some States where new systems of 
training were introduced. 


The following table indicates the enrolment of new 
students in 1960 and the number of passes:

This suggests that the number of students graduating 
in Australia in 1963 and following years will be in the 
vicinity of 300.

Memorandum Dealing With the Control 
of Medicines 


The Secretary of the Manufacturers’ Association Ltd., 
Sydney, in a communication, has expressed disagree- 
ment with some of the statements published in the Edi- 
torial in January 30 issue of the Journal. 

Referring to a statement included in the memorandum 
of evidence submitted by the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain to the Inter-departmental Committee that 
“laws relating to the sale of medicines have grown up 
—piecemeal fashion”—our correspondent states that this 
is true of all laws concerning any industry. 

Exception is taken also to the statement “self-medi- 
cation is almost a national vice.” 

Another charge is that the Editorial was written as 
though the Health (Proprietary Medicines) Act in Vic- 
toria, and the Pure Food Act in N.S.W. were not in force. 

Nothing in our Editorial could be construed as hos- 
tility to the Pharmaceutical industry. The memorandum 
we were discussing was one drawn up in the U.K. after 
close consultation with interested bodies and submitted 
to a statutory committee dealing with legislation con- 
cerning medicines. 

The principal reason for the enquiry was to rationalise 
the legislation spread over a dozen different statutes, by 
bringing it together in a single code. 

Reference to the legislation in Victoria requiring 
registration of Proprietary medicines, and the Pure 
Food Act in New South Wales is somewhat irrelevant. 
These statutes have done something to restrict publica- 
tion of unwarranted claims, but failed to curb indis- 
criminate self-medication which, if not a national evil, 
is a national problem of some magnitude. 


Safety Closures to Minimise Child 
Poisoning 


A variety of devices for safety closures on containers 
of poisons or potentially dangerous substances is appear- 
ing, but so far as it is known, none are as yet marketed 
in this country. In a publication issued from the 
Pediatric Clinic, Crown Princess Louisa Children’s Hos- 
pital in Stockholm, an article on safety closures is 
published. It is headed “Safety closure and container 


for medicines and toxic preparations in the struggle 
against intoxication among children.” 

This article states that in spite of intensified propa- 
ganda the frequence of accidental poisoning and narrow 
escapes from poisoning among children is still very high. 
At the Crown Princess Louisa Children’s Hospital during 
the period 1945-1955, an average of 350 cases a year 
were treated. Berfenstam and collaborators in 1957 
showed that in 1955 about 800 poisonings in children 
were registered at the hospitals in Stockholm. 


The article goes on to describe a safety closure which 
is marketed in Sweden. To unscrew the cover a com- 
bined pressing and screwing movement is required. 
When trying to unscrew the cover without at the same 
time pressing it, a characteristically clicking sound, 
which attracts attention, is produced. Covers of this 
type are available in 12 sizes fitting all drug store 
bottles of standard manufacture and for most of the pill 
and tablet glasses. 

The covers are available for most of the specialties 
from domestic pharmaceutical industries. The article 
states that the following characteristics are expected of 
a safety closure and that the one described measures up 
to these:— 

1. Children must not be able to remove it from the 
container. The difficulty must remain, even if the 
child has been instructed by elder brothers and 
sisters. 

. Adults must not have any difficulties whatsoever in 
removing it. Otherwise irritation arises and the 
cover will not be used in the future. 

. It must be solid. The mechanism must not “come 
to an end” after use during a short time. 

. It must not be too expensive. Moreover, it is most 
favourable, if the construction of the safety closure 
can be used on containers of current standard. 


Dispensing for the Layman 


Our attention was directed this month to an adver- 
tisement in the professional columns of a leading metro- 
politan daily newspaper. It read “Chemist requires 
young lady about 17 years to learn dispensing and 
general shop duties.” 

We do not know all the circumstances, but it appears 
to be a most undesirable type of announcement. 
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A little knowledge is a dangerous thing, and con- 
siderable harm can be done by imparting knowledge 
of manipulative aspects of dispensing to untrained 
persons who can never be entrusted with any part in 
dispensing of medicines except under direct personal 
supervision of a qualified person. 

The records of pharmacy contain many reports of 
tragedy resulting from dispensing by unqualified persons 
with a little knowledge. 

In their own interest and for the common good 
chemists should abstain from publishing such state- 
ments. 


World Health Day—April 7 


This day marks the anniversary of the formation, in 
1948, of the World Health Organisation, one of the 
specialised agencies of the United Nations. 

Since its inception, W.H.O. has been opening up new 
frontiers in international medicine, through its concerted 
international attack on killer diseases and health prob- 
lems common to all mankind. The theme adopted for 
this commemoration day is “Accidents need not happen.” 

In a special World Health Day message, the Director- 
General of W.H.O., Dr. M. G. Candau, said: “All over 
the world accidents have now become the leading cause 
of death, disablement and economic loss. 

“Accidents have been studied less than has any other 
fatal disease of equal gravity.” 

In the United States, in one year, estimated occupa- 
tional accidents caused a loss of 220 million man-days. 
A thousand people a day die on the world’s roads. In 
some countries accidents kill more children between the 
ages of 5 and 19 than all other causes. 

Pharmaceutical chemists can play an important part 
in the prevention of accidents. In particular they are in 
a position to warn of the hazards of poisons. In count- 
less pharmacies such warnings are given every day in 
the year, but there is no method by which the number 
of lives saved or of accidents prevented in this way, can 
be calculated. 

It should always be remembered that special labelling 
requirements and container devices, for poisons and 
other dangerous substances, are introduced for the 
specific purpose of safeguarding life and preventing 
injury. 


The British Pharmaceutical Conference

The British Pharmaceutical Conference this year will 
be held at Portsmouth and Southsea from September 
18 to 22. 

Portsmouth is centrally situated on the south coast of 
England, and is well blessed with delightful surrounding 
countryside and within easy distance of beautiful 
cathedral cities and the Isle of Wight. 


A circular which has just been issued states that 
excellent accommodation has been booked in first-class 
hotels facing the sea front, but that early application is 
desirable since the popularity of Southsea grows year 
by year. 

A comprehensive programme is being arranged. This 
will include professional and science sessions, excursions 
and social functions. Sports competitions will be orga- 
nised on one afternoon, and an exhibition of drug jars, 
mortars, and other articles of pharmaceutical interest 
will be open to Conference members. Further informa- 
tion can be obtained from State Pharmaceutical Society 
offices or Mr. Norman L. Banks, 294 London Road, Ports- 
mouth.

LABELLING OF PRESCRIBED MEDICINES 


A statement issued by the Joint Formulary Committee 
(U.K.). Published in “The Lancet,” December 17, 1960. 


There is considerable support for a suggestion that 
when prescriptions are dispensed, the label of the con- 
tainer should always carry the name of the preparation 
or drug in order that the contents may be readily identi- 
fied. It is contended that this would enable a doctor 
called in to treat the patient of a colleague, when no 
record of treatment was readily available, to tell at a 
glance what had been prescribed. It is also claimed that 
this would provide important safeguards against con- 
fusion by the patient where several preparations are 
concurrently prescribed, and would prevent, for instance, 
the wrong tablets being taken in error. On the other 
hand, it has been argued that disclosure of the contents 
would encourage self-medication with potentially dan- 
gerous preparations; for the patient may not appreciate 
that on another occasion the same symptoms are not 
necessarily due to the same cause and that a surplus 
of medicine previously prescribed may neither be any 
longer active nor suitable treatment. Furthermore, con- 
tainers are fragile, and patients have been known to 
keep several kinds of tablet in one box. 


The Joint Formulary Committee, representing the 
medical and pharmaceutical professions, has considered 
this proposal very carefully. It is the duty of the phar- 
macist to carry out faithfully the exact instructions 
regarding labelling which are written by the prescriber. 
It is clearly the duty of the prescriber to decide whether 
it is in the best interests of his patient that the name 
of the drug or preparation should appear on the label 
of the container. The Joint Formulary Committee 
believes that prescribers are already aware of the ad- 
vantages of readily identifying the nature of medicines 
that are prescribed, and wishes to take this opportunity 
of crc prescribers that this can be done quite 
easily. 


If it is the wish of the prescriber that the identity of 
the preparation should appear on the label, he should 
include with the directions for use on the prescription 
the desired name or description of the drug. For 
example: 

Label Phenobarbitone Tablets 
(Sig.) (strength if required) 
8. One to be taken twice daily. 
or 
Sedative Tablets 
Label } One to be taken twice daily. 


In the absence of these specific instructions the con- 
ventional label would read— 


The Tablets 
One to be taken twice daily.

MODERN ANTI-INFECTIVE AGENTS 


D. G. Ardley, of May — Baker Ltd., gave a talk 
recently to members of Romford Branch (England) of 
the Pharmaceutical Society in which he reviewed recent 
progress with anti-infective agents. The address was 
reported in Chemist & Druggist, November 12, 1960, as 
follows. 

Sulphonamide therapy was still considered by clin- 
icians to provide the treatment of choice in menin- 
gococcal meningitis, and was still widely employed for 
bacillary dysentery and for coliform and other infec- 
tions of the urinary tract. An increasing number of 
strains of the dysentery bacillus and of Bact. coli were, 
however, showing sulphonamide resistance. New sul- 
phonamides had been introduced characterised by slow 
excretion, enabling adequate blood levels to be main- 
tained by administration at wider intervals. Of the 
newer compounds sulphamethoxypyridazine (Lederkyn 
or Midicel) was perhaps the most widely prescribed; 
one dose in twenty-four hours enabled adequate blood 
levels to be maintained. The compound became bound 
to a high degree to plasma proteins, and that was 
generally a disadvantage, but it did not appear to 
account for its slow excretion, which was dependent, 
apparently, on handling of the substance by the kidney. 
The compound had been found appreciably more toxic 
than many commonly used sulphonamides, and a number 
of reports describing reactions in patients treated with 
it had appeared in the literature. The reactions in- 
cluded thrombocytopenic purpura and severe derma- 
titis, and the compound had been held responsible for 
reactions in more than 10 per cent. of patients treated 
with it. 

Another “once-a-day” sulphonamide was sulphadi- 
methoxine (Madribon), a compound largely excreted 
in the urine as glucuronide; that conjugate, for which 
antibacterial activity had been claimed, had now been 
shown to be inactive. 


Novel Features in a Sulphonamide 

The compound 2-phenyl-3 sulphanilamidopyrazole 
(Orisulf or Orisul) was administered twice in twenty- 
four hours. His own company had synthesised and sub- 
mitted to laboratory investigation a new sulphonamide 
containing a novel heterocyclic ring: 3-methyl-5- 
sulphanilamidoisothiazole, for which the common name 
sulphasomizole had been adopted. That, too, could be 
given twice in twenty-four hours to obtain adequate 
blood levels. It had an experimental activity and 
clinical effectiveness of the same order as the best of 


the sulphonamides at present in clinical use, and was 
well tolerated by patients both when the drug was 
given in high dosage over a short period and when 
administered continuously for months. A novel feature 
was that solutions of its sodium salt were neutral in 
reaction, a factor that should be advantageous in both 
parenteral administration and topical application. 
Turning to antibiotics, the speaker said that one of 
the disadvantages of benzyl penicillin or penicillin G 
was the inadequate blood level secured after oral ad- 
ministration, owing to partial destruction of the anti- 
biotic in the gastro-intestinal tract. That difficulty had 
been overcome by the introduction of phenoxymethy] 
pencillin or penicillin V, which was stable in the acid 
gastric contents with resulting blood levels adequate 
for the treatment of other than grave infections. The 
addition of a side chain to 6-amino-penicillanic acid 
resulted in a penicillin providing rather better blood 
levels than penicillin V. That compound had been 
launched by Beecham Research Laboratories Ltd., under 
the name Broxil. Sometimes known as penicillin B, its 
pharmacopoeial name was phenethicillin. 


Reactions to Penicillins 


The penicillins G, V and B each suffered from the 
disadvantages that they might provoke in some indi- 
viduals reactions of an allergic or anaphylactic char- 
acter. With penicillin G those reactions had sometimes 
wag es fatal. Moreover, the compound was destroyed 

y the enzyme penicillinase, which was produced by a 
number of bacteria including penicillin-resistant strains 
of staphylococcus, though pencillinase production was 
not the only cause of penicillin resistance, since some 
organisms insensitive to penicillin did not produce the 
enzyme. That property of penicillinase could be utilised 
in the treatment of patients exhibiting reactions to 
penicillin, and had been made commercially available 
in this country by Burroughs Wellcome & Co. as 
Neutrapen. 

In recent times an increasing proportion of staphylo- 
cocci isolated in hospital had been found nicillin- 
resistant. Alternative antibiotics, notably erythromycin, 
the tetracyclines and chloramphenicol, were available 
for treating patients infected with such staphylococci, 
but resistance to one or more of those other antibiotics 
was being increasingly found. The alternative anti- 
biotics had, too, their own disadvantages, such as toxicity 
or difficulty in administration. That applied particu- 
larly to such antibiotics as vancomycin and ristocetin. 
Since the isolation of 6-amino-penicillanic acid, and the 
preparation from it of penicillin B, the promise that a 
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penicillin could be made from it that would be resistant 
to penicillinase had been realised. That new penicillin 
was sodium 6-(2,6 dimethoxybenzamine) penicillanate 
monohydrate, which was supplied under the trade name 
Celbenin. It had been found to be inactivated by 
Bacillus cereus penicillinase, though at a much slower 
rate than penicillin G. It was inhibitory at suitable 
concentrations to staphylococci capable of growing in 
high concentrations of penicillin G, V or B. A concen- 
tration of 2 microgm. per mil represented an activity of 
the order of one-hundredth that of penicillin G. The 
new penicillin was a powerful inducer of staphylococcal 
penicillinase. It was soluble in cold water giving a 
neutral solution, and less heat labile than penicillin G, 
but was unstable to acids and therefore had to be ad- 
ministered parenterally. Inhibitory levels were detect- 
able in the blood for 3-4 hours after injection. Indi- 
viduals sensitive to benzyl penicillin had proved sensi- 
tive also to it. The necessity for administration by 
injection, and that at fairly frequent intervals, was 
clearly a disadvantage and would largely limit the use 
of the compound to hospital practice, but it was in 
hospitals that those strains of staphylococcal resistant 
to the other penicillins were chiefly encountered. 


There was little new to be said concerning strepto- 
mycin, but its toxicity risks needed emphasising. The 
tragedy was that in some cases the antibiotic was used 
without justification. It could be stated dogmatically 
that there was no place in therapeutics for dihydro- 
streptomycin either alone or with streptomycin. 


The dangers of blood dyscrasias still set a severe 
limitation on the use of chloramphenicol. Many clini- 
cians considered that its use should be limited to the 
treatment of typhoid, for which it was the most effective 
agent available, and for the treatment of meningitis 
due to Haemophilus influenzee, since the organism was 
sensitive to it, and alone among the antibiotics chlor- 
amphenicol passed readily across the blood-brain 
barrier, with resulting high concentrations in the cere- 
brospinal fluid. 

Antituberculous Drugs 

The thiosemicarbazones had never come into other 
than limited use in this country for the treatment of 
tuberculosis. The standard treatment of tuberculous 
infections was by means of streptomycin administered 
parenterally, with either isoniazid or PAS, or both, 
administered orally to prevent or delay the emergence 
of resistance to the agents used. Streptomycin and 
PAS each had disadvantages, and there had been for 
some time a need for another drug effective orally, low 
in toxicity, and not showing cross-resistance with the 
other agents. After clinical trials organised by the 
British Tuberculosis Association, the results of which 
were shortly to be published, Trescatyl brand of ethio- 
namide was being offered for the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. It was undergoing clinical trial also for 
the management of genito-urinary and other forms of 
extra-pulmonary tuberculous infection. Ethionamide 
was active on strains of the tubercle bacillus resistant 
to isoniazid, streptomycin, PAS, pyrazinamide, cyclo- 
serine and viomycin but, as with all antituberculous 
agents at present available, its use alone in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis caused resistance to develop 
rapidly. It was therefore essential to give a suitable 
companion drug or drugs. The causative organism of 
tuberculosis was a bacterium, but as one of the myco- 
bacteria it had characters resembling those of the fungi. 
For the treatment of true fungal infections three anti- 
biotics were now available in this country. Infections 
by the “thrush” fungus (Candida or Monilia albicans) 
could be treated with an antibiotic, nystatin, also known 
as mycostatin and fungicidin. That insoluble substance 
was applied topically to the mouth as a suspension and 
to the vagina as tablets. It was administered orally 
for intestinal and systemic moniliases, though absorp- 
tion was incomplete. 

Amphotericin B (B.P. approved name) had recently 
been made available in this country under the trade 
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name Fungizone. It was soluble, and was administered 
intravenously against various deep-seated mycotic in- 
fections. 

The third antifungal antibiotic, griseofulvin, provided 
the dermatologist with the most valuable addition to 
his armamentarium for a number of years. Griseofulvin 
was unique in that, by systemic administration, a con- 
centration could be reached in the keratinised tissues 
of the skin, hair and nails that would inhibit the growth 
of certain fungi—the dermatophytes—that could invade 
those structures. It was postulated that griseofulvin 
was carried via the blood stream to the cells destined 
to produce the keratin of skin, hair and nails, and that 
when those cells become fully keratinised they would 
incorporate the griseofulvin, thus rendering the keratin 
itself resistant to further fungal invasion. 


In 1956 a compound acinitrazole, marketed for the 
systemic treatment of trichomoniasis, had enjoyed a 
brief popularity until venerologists demonstrated its 
ineffectiveness. Nevertheless it had pointed the way to 
a more active compound which was now available as 
1-8-hydroxyethyl-2-methy] - 5 - nitroimidazole (Flagyl 
brand of metronidazole). On present evidence it would 
appear that 85 per cent. of cases of trichomonal vaginitis 
could be cured with a single course of twenty-one 
tablets. 


NEW USE FOR SULPHONYL-UREA DRUGS 


Drugs rarely act on one system of the body only; 
therefore they often find more than one use. For 
example, adrenaline acts on the blood vessels as well 
as on the lungs. A new use has now been suggested 
for the sulphonyl-urea drugs, tolbutamide and chlorpro- 
pamide, which are used for the oral treatment of 
diabetes. Dr. G. R. Fearnley and his colleagues, of 
the Gloucestershire Royal Hospital, noted that insulin 
increases the fibrinolytic or blood-clot-digesting activity 
of the blood of diabetics. This suggested that the sul- 
phonylureas might have the same action. If so, they 
would be useful to enhance spontaneous fibrinolysis in 
patients with thromboembolic diseases such as coronary 
thrombosis and thromboangitis obliterans. In a clinical 
trial on such patients, they found that not only was 
the fibrinolytic activity of the blood increased, by tol- 
butamide or chlorpropamide, but that most of the 
patients showed some clinical improvement in their con- 
dition. This is the first example of increasing spon- 
taneous fibrinolysis by means of oral treatment. 


Professor I. Singh and Dr. N. S. Brara, of Poona, made 
the same clinical observations independenly. They re- 
port that the pain of angina and the burning pain of 
thromboangitis are relieved by administering tolbuta- 
mide. Patients with those conditions felt improvement 
within two to five days of treatment and were free of 
symptoms within a month, whilst control patients treated 
with a placebo were unaffected—The New Scientist, 
29 Sept. 1960. 


THE PHARMACEUTICAL INDUSTRY AND 
MEDICAL PRACTICE 


At the recent congress on the History of Medicine and 
Pharmacy arranged by the Society of Apothecaries, 
London, Mr. Perrin, Chairman of the Wellcome Foun- 
dation Ltd., read a paper—‘“The Influence of the Phar- 
maceutical Industry on the Evolution of British Medical 
Practice.”

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had been crucial in medical practice, having brought 
more drastic changes than had the whole of the period 
since 1511, when the first Act of Henry VIII gave to 
doctors in England a legal status. 


The manufacture and distribution of a limited range 
of drugs had been carried on certainly from Greek and 
Roman times and through the Middle Ages, but were 
always related to the proximity of the raw materials. 
The ancient terra sigillata (or sealed earth) of Lemnos, 
and the later Mithridate and Venice treacle were good 
examples. In the reigns of Elizabeth I and James I, 
those medicaments had been imported and distributed 
by London wholesalers to the apothecaries, who would 
supply them to patients on a doctor’s prescription—and 
their cost would shock those who today complained on 
the cost of drugs! Dried herbs and plants of all kinds 
were also imported, and from them the apothecary 
would prepare the tinctures, essences, oils and plasters 
that formed so large a part of the old materia medica. 
In the seventeenth century Nicholas Culpeper, who 
translated the pharmacopoeia of the College of Phy- 
sicians from Latin into English, complained about the 
number of foreign plants that were imported while 
native plants were being ignored. Despite that, foreign 
plants continued to be imported in increasingly large 
quantities, especially after the introduction of cinchona 
bark from which quinine was later extracted. Though 
the trade was lucrative it was not large in quantity— 
generally the imports were in small parcels brought in 
by travellers and ships’ captains. Production of the 
remedies of which they formed the base was necessarily, 
therefore, on a small scale, and could well be carried 
on by individual apothecaries. 


Later, the apothecaries became ambitious, moved on 
from dispensing to prescribing, and were eventually 
recognised by law as general practitioners. The “gap” 
in the medical service left by their promotion was 
eventually filled by their trade rivals, the chemists and 
druggists, who were originally part of the company of 
grocers. The speaker traced the history of the chemists 
and druggists up to the foundation of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society in the nineteenth century. He pointed out 
that the general practitioner at that time still gained 
most of his living from dispensing medicines rather 
than from fees for his consultations: his social status 
was that of a “Superior shopkeeper.” 


The establishment of voluntary hospitals in the 
eighteenth and of special hospitals in the nineteenth 
centuries increased the number and importance of the 
hospital apothecaries, who required larger quantities 
of drugs than general practitioners. That new demand 
was met at first by a small number of family businesses, 
of which John Bell and Allen & Hanburys were 
examples. At first their trade was in galenicals but, 
with the advance of chemistry and chemical technology 
that accompanied the industrial revolution, fine chemi- 
cals became of rapidly growing importance. Quinine, 
borax, camphor, iodine, morphine, then ether and chloro- 
form with the introduction of anaesthesia, and later 
carbolic acid and other antiseptics, were all staple 
products, and the demand for them gave an impetus to 
the further development of the fine chemical industry. 
As the list grew longer of active compounds that could 
be obtained in a pure state and free from contaminants, 
so the doctor needed to rely less and less on the old 
and cruder drugs with unknown constituents, and for 
the first time it became possible to establish the accurate 
dosage of important and commonly used drugs. 


It had not been considered unethical for even leading 
physicians and surgeons to have their own secret 
remedies and nostrums. Not all of those products were 
good—some could be harmful. It was to guard against 
that danger that there came into being the “ethical 
proprietary, the constituents of which were listed so 
that it was open to scientific criticism. Frederick 
Stearns, in the United States, was the first to put the 


idea into practice in 1876, and shortly afterwards his 
example was followed by E. R. Squibb and other Ame- 
rican pharmaceutical companies, which emphasised the 
ideals of purity, uniformity and reliability in all their 
products. It was that new idea that inspired the young 
Henry Wellcome when he came to England in 1880 to 
found, with his fellow American, the firm of Burroughs, 
Wellcome & Co. 


“A Revolution” 


An interesting aspect of the new type of manufactur- 
ing was that advertising of its products was limited to 
the medical and pharmaceutical professions. “What a 
revolution that was. The individual practitioner could 
examine, at his leisure, a typical product, could submit 
it to any tests he wished, and even try it out on a 
patient or himself.” The precise dosages of the pro- 
prietaries meant that general practitioners had no dis- 
pensing to do, and they could read of the examination 
of the drugs in the professional Press, visit the various 
exhibitions at which manufacturers displayed their 
products, and there question the firms’ qualified repre- 
sentatives. At an early date in the industry’s history 
they could visit the factories. “To the early Fellows 
of the Royal College of Physicians, that would have 
seemed a Utopian dream.” 


At that stage of its development, in the 1880's, the 
industry was still concentrating its major resources on 
the isolation and preparation of the plant alkaloids. 
The success achieved with quinine, morphine and digi- 
talis provided it with a powerful incentive. Work of 
that kind involved the building and maintenance of 
laboratories staffed by competent scientific workers, the 
provision of facilities for routine testing, and eventually 
the aid of chemical engineers in mastering all the tech- 
nological problems that lay between the stages of labo- 
ratory success and full-scale manufacture. The laboratory 
itself was not an innovation in pharmacy. Individual 
apothecaries had long had their own laboratories. The 
novel feature of what was now called the research 
organisation in the pharmaceutical industry was the 
scale on which it was planned, the wide range of 
medical and scientific problems it was equipped to 
tackle, and the type and variety of the scientific per- 
sonnel recruited for its staff. 


The Rise of the “New Sciences” 


Mr. Perrin went on to refer to the rise of the “new 
sciences” of bacteriology and immunology, the establish- 
ment of the Wellcome Physiological Research Labora- 
tories in 1894, and the realisation by Wellcome that men 
of the right calibre would be attracted to his service 
only if they were allowed opportunities for fundamental 
research not necessarily connected with immediate com- 
mercial interests. He granted that freedom. Instead of 
merely exploiting the laboratory discoveries of academic 
workers, the industry was then on the way to initiating 
important research on its own account. “All the great 
pharmaceutical companies today have their own research 
organisations, and it has recently been claimed that, in 
the United States alone, 90 per cent. of the new dis- 
coveries in therapeutics are made in the laboratories 
attached to the pharmaceutical industry and only 10 
per cent. in university departments.” It was now to 
the pharmaceutical industry that the medical profession 
and the public all over the world looked for new disco- 
veries in therapeutics, and the work that was still done 
in universities or special institutes was often initiated 
and supported by the industry. The practical result of 
all that activity had been a world-wide improvement 
in public health. More and more the task of the doctor 
was becoming one of prevention rather than of cure. 
But, as the level of positive health throughout the 
population rose, so the proportion of elderly patients 
in the doctor’s practice grew. He now had to face new 
problems in geriatrics, and in those, too, the industry 
was proving its ability to help. 
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TREATMENT OF DEPRESSION 


The Manchester (England) branch of the Guild of 
Public Pharmacists were addressed by S. W. Kipling on 
the subject of the treatment of depression. He described 
two types of depression. 

Reactive depression, which was environmental, was 
common in normal individuals faced with adverse cir- 
cumstances, for example, bereavement, but usually they 
recovered. Some persons, however, if not treated, passed 
into endogenic depression which arose from within. 
The person reactively depressed was usually aware of 
“something wrong” and was only too ready to seek 
treatment. The endogenic depressive, on the other hand, 
was unaware of any neurotic ailment, and frequently 
endeavoured to mask his depression with numerous 
spurious symptoms. He might sink extremely low and 
was in great danger of committing suicide. Fortunately 
he was usually physically incapable of doing so, and 
any treatment had to lift him rapidly from depression 
or he might still take his life when the physical ability 
returned. Mr. Kipling emphasised that such a person 
was extremely ill and would not respond to instructions 
to “snap out of it.” Electro-convulsion therapy had 
brought about a great improvement in that state, but 
was often a very brutal treatment and was unpleasant 
for both the patient and those who administered it. It 
also brought unpleasant side-reactions such as fractures, 
torn muscles and amnesia. 

Treatment with drugs had progressed rapidly in recent 
years. The phenothiazines—chlorpromazine and later 
members—had been used with varying degrees of success 
to fight depression and allay the agitation with which 
it was often associated. Later, the monoamine oxidase 
inhibitors and imipramine had shown dramatic ability 
to raise depression. Those drugs were often successful 
in lifting the depression until its natural period had 
passed when the administration of the drug could be 
stopped. In chronic cases, however, the drug had to be 
given indefinitely. That could usually be done with 
complete safety but, with the monoamine oxidase in- 
hibitors mild agitation might arise which had to be 
treated with a sedative, such as a barbiturate. The 
main problem with imipramine was its hypotensive 
effect, which had to be overcome by starting with small 
doses to allow the patient to develop a tolerance to the 
drug—Pharm. J., December 10, 1960. 


POISONING ACCIDENTS 


Abstracted from an address “Public Health and the 
Pharmacist” given at an Edinburgh Evening Meeting 
by the Medical Officer of Health, City of Edinburgh 
( br. H. E. Seiler) and reported in The Pharmaceutical 
Journal, February 4, 1961:— 

“Although many circumstances give rise to home 
accidents, it is fitting her to mention accidental poison- 
ing. Leaving aside gas poisoning, fatal accidents from 
poisonous materials form a comparatively small pro- 
portion of fatal deaths in the home, but it is significant 
that the victims are so often young children. Moreover, 
there are perhaps 200 non-fatal accidents for every 
death and, apart from the emergency treatment they 
require, they give rise to needless anxiety, apprehension 
and alarm. Perhaps synthetic sleeping tablets are the 
greatest danger, but aspirin, iron pills and a whole host 
of detergents, cleaning materials and bleaches account 
for fatal poisoning accidents or urgent measures of 
treatment. Poisoning accidents are in almost all cases 
due to carelessness and should be preventable. They 
would not occur if dangerous materials could be always 
kept out of reach of children, but how to accomplish 
this in the face of human frailty has exercised many 
minds. Among the measures advocated have been the 
abolition of brightly-coloured pills and tablets, the 


addition of some bitter substance to make them dis- 
tasteful to children, the use of safety containers difficult 
for young hands to open, and the labelling of bottles and 
containers to bring emphatic attention to their unsuit- 
ability and danger to children. There is little doubt 
that quick recognition of drugs associated with poisoning 
accidents would be a very useful step. Various sugges- 
tions have been made, such as appropriate lettering 
denoting the firm on one side of a tablet and numbers 
denoting the drug on the other, markings which could 
be identified by a code. It is, however, difficult to make 
conditions completely foolproof against the adventurous, 
enterprising and determined child. Though attractive 
medicines are an added temptation, children will eat the 
most unpleasant things if they can gain access to them. 

Among the home accidents reported from Edinburgh 
hospitals in one month were examples of young children 
taking such diverse substances as tar lotion, Brovon 
inhalant, wart solution. Chloromycetin and antihista- 
mine tablets. Perhaps the most reliable safeguard is 
to ensure that medicines, cleaning materials and other 
poisonous substances in the home are kept in locked 
cupboards or cabinets, yet even this obstacle can_be 
overcome by an intelligent and determined child. Ex- 
periments at day nurseries in Edinburgh with different 
types of safety locks have shown that children some- 
times can overcome the most complicated locks. The 
ultimate solution is, therefore, a question of health 
education, and parents and those who have the care of 
children should recognise the dangers. In addition to 
taking all precautions in the dispensing of drugs and 
medicines and in continuing research into safer mea- 
sures of distributing of poisonous drugs, the pharmacist 
can play an important part in preventing poisoning 
accidents by repeatedly drawing the attention of the 
general public to these dangers to children when giving 
out medicinal preparations.” 


DRUG TRAFFIC IN HONG KONG 


In a recent talk in the Home Service of the B.B.C. 
its correspondent in the Far East said that: “thirty 
offences connected with drug addiction or peddling are 
reported every day, and more than 12,000 people were 
arrested on drug charges in the first nine months of 
last year. These figures were considerably higher than 
those for 1959, and the reason may well be the recent 
moves by the Government to clamp down with greater 
severity on the drug traffic. But they do show how 
widespread the drug menace is in Hong Kong and what 
a problem it presents. 

“Among the measures taken by the Government has 
been a strengthening of the Customs Preventive Service 
in the Hong Kong harbour and its approaches, so that 
in-coming ships can be thoroughly searched and guarded. 
Recently there have been some sensational hauls. A 
ship arriving from Bangkok had 1200 lb. of raw opium 
concealed aboard. More recently, another ship from 
the same port was searched, and hidden in cavities 
inside planks were found 330 lb. of morphine and 823 lb. 
of raw opium. This is said to be the biggest seizure 
of narcotics ever made on a ship arriving in Hong Kong. 
As always, it followed a tip off. So cunningly are the 
arugs concealed in ships’ cargoes that there is no hope 
of finding them unless good information is received 
beforehand, for which the authorities pay handsomely. 

“Nobody can tell what quantities of opium and other 
drugs arrive in Hong Kong every week without the 
authorities knowing. A few months ago, a man, stopped 
in broad daylight in the street, was found by police 
officers to be carrying 1600 small packets of heroin in 
a suitcase. 

“The fact is the big-scale organisers of the inter- 
national drug traffic find Hong Kong a highly convenient 
centre. Opium is smuggled here through Bangkok from 
the growing areas in northern Thailand and Laos. An

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unknown quantity is re-exported after processing to 
the United States and Sere. But much is consumed 
in Hong Kong, and the whole illegal business of getting 
it ashore, storing it, preparing it for smoking or sniffing, 
and peddling it in the streets and back alleys is highly 
organised, and is one of the chief problems of Hong 
Kong. Last year, nearly two-thirds of all the people 
sent to prison here were those found guilty of drug 
offences, and many drug addicts are getting special 
treatment at an open-air prison set up by the Govern- 
ment. What drug addiction has cost the Chinese com- 
munity here in lack of efficiency, lost jobs, and broken 
homes has never been estimated; but it must run into 
millions of pounds.” 


CONSUMPTION OF NARCOTICS 


The Pharmaceutical Journal, January 28, 1961, com- 
mented on a report issued to U.N.O. on the work of the 
Central Opium Board. This report included tables 
showing the production and consumption of the more 
important narcotic drugs for the year 1959. 

Production of opium exceeded 1000 tons, the highest 
total recorded since 1953, and, when allowance is made 
for the natural loss of moisture during storage, it is 
apparent that consumption was approximately equal to 
the amount produced. Ninety-nine per cent. of this 
opium was used for morphine production, and almost 
all of the extracted morphine was converted to codeine, 
of which 91 tons was used during the year, mainly in 
five countries (France, Germany, Great Britain, U.S.S.R. 
and U.S.A.). In spite of the introduction of cough 
suppressants of synthetic origin, and of others such as 
narcotine, which are available as by-products of mor- 
phine manufacture, the use of codeine and also of 
pholecodine, dihydrocodeine, hydrocodone and oxyco- 
done, continued to increase. The largest consumption 
of codeine per head of population was recorded in 
Denmark, where the average was 0.4 gm. per person 
during the year. 

Pethidine and methadone were still the most im- 
portant synthetic analgesics under international control, 
others being used in only minor amounts, except for 
trimeperidine, of which 784 kilos were used in the 
U.S.S.R. during the year under review, and anileridine, 
of which 415 kilos were used, chiefly in U.S.A. Dextro- 
moramide or R875, a drug produced almost exclusively 
in the Netherlands, was used chiefly in France, although 
smaller amounts were imported into other European 
countries and the Argentine. The amount used in 1959 
was 144 kilos, an increase of 21 kilos on the previous 
year. 

There are certain gaps in the available statistics, 
owing to lack of data from China and certain Asian, 
African and South American States, but the returns 
again indicate that diversion of licit supplies to illicit 
use was negligible, and that the system of international 
control works satisfactorily. It is clear that illicit sup- 
plies came almost entirely from illicit production, and 
although confiscations of opium, coca leaves and mor- 
phine were larger in 1959 than in previous years, the 
Opium Board is unable to say whether this has any 
particular significance. Focal points for illicit traffic in 
diamorphine were found in the Far East, Mediterranean, 
and North America. Traffic in coca leaves was limited 
to certain parts of South America, but the opium 
smuggling occurred widely in Asia, and illicit traffic in 
cannabis extended to almost all parts of the world. 


SOLLMANN AWARD IN PHARMACOLOGY 


Wyeth Laboratories of Philadelphia have established 
the Torald Sollmann Award in Pharmacology to com- 
memorate the pioneer work in the United States of Dr. 
Torald Sollmann in the fields of pharmacological investi- 
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gation and education. The Torald Sollmann Award 
consists of 2500 dollars and a medal, and will be 
awarded for significant contemporary contributions to 
the advancement and extension of knowledge in the 
field of pharmacology. The Award is open to all scien- 
tists working in the field of pharmacology including, 
but not limited to, individuals from academic institu- 
tions, foundations, government and industrial and re- 
search organisations, regardless of age, sex or nation- 
ality. It will be given for originality and uniqueness 
of approach as well as development of the new concepts, 
theories and techniques which constitute a definite, 
mature and significant contribution to the extension 
and advancement of contemporary pharmacological 
knowledge. Not more than one Award will be made 
annually.—Nature, January 7, 1961. 


IMPRESSIONS OF RUSSIAN SCIENCE 


At the opening of the 119th session of the School of 
Pharmacy, University of London, October 12, 1960, 
Professor M. Stacey, F.R.S., Head of the Department of 
Chemistry, University of Birmingham, gave the inau- 
gural address. 

Professor Stacey visited the Soviet Union in 1955 as 
a member of a delegation of the Royal Society. He 
gave some impressions of what he then saw of Russian 
science and technology. He said that the student of 
chemistry in Moscow University had a more arduous 
training than his counterpart in Britain. Mathematics 
figured especially high in the curriculum, and a great 
deal of time was spent on political studies and languages 
—English being compulsory. All education revolved 
around the Academy of Science which had eight divi- 
sions: Physics and mathematics, chemistry, biology and 
biochemistry, geography and geology, technical sciences, 
history, language and literature, and philosophy, econo- 
mics and law. Medical science was the concern of a 
separate Academy, while technology was looked after by 
the technology institutes of industry. 

The party had been surprised at the large number 
of graduates engaged in long-range fundamental re- 
search. There was great interest in synthesising drugs 
of all kinds, and an especial effort was being directed 
towards improved local anaesthetics. What had been 
particularly impressive was the Russians’ ability to keep 
up to date with the world’s literature. The Institute 
of Scientific Information employed 500 graduates to 
search and abstract the literature, and an important 
article could be circulated to all libraries of note 
throughout the U.S.S.R. within a few weeks. The 
Institute was well-equipped with photo-copying appa- 
ratus, and there was considerable interest in translating 
machines. 

At Leningrad the party had visited the Institutes of 
Forestry and High Polymers, and had been impressed 
by the close liaison which existed between the academic 
and technological personnel. The main object of re- 
search at the Institute of High Polymers was the pro- 
vision of new materials of construction with increased 
thermal stability. 

The standard of chemistry at Ukrainian Academy of 
Science at Kiev appeared to be much lower than at 
Moscow or Leningrad. Workers there were still tryin 
to synthesise vitamin C and vitamin A, and it seem 
that there was not a sufficiently close liaison with the 
Moscow Academy. 

Professor Stacey said that Russian delegations travel- 
ling abroad showed an enormous interest in new appa- 
ratus, and it was evident that instrumentation was being 
increasingly applied in analysis. While the Russians 
appeared to be used to working in relatively small 
production units, he thought this would be followed by 
the establishment of larger plants in the future —Pharm. 
J., October 22, 1960. 
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ROCKET PROPELLENTS 


At Bournemouth (England), Dr. W. G. S. Parker 
recently addressed the local branch of the Royal Insti- 
tute of Chemistry. He spoke on “Rocket Propellents.” 
An abstract of the address appeared in the Journal of 
the Royal Institute of Chemistry, January, 1961. 


“In the past 20 years the rocket has emerged from 
near obscurity to being a star performer in contem- 
porary science and, while many disciplines are involved 
in rocket technology, the propellents used so far have 
been the prerogative of the chemist. 


_ The performance of propellents is usually expressed 
in terms of the specific impulse, I, which is the thrust 
in Ib. per Ib. of propellent consumed per second. The 
value of I is, inter alia, directly proportional to \/(T/M), 
where T is the combustion gas temperature and M is 
the mean molecular weight of the combustion gas. Two 
types of chemical reaction may be used to generate the 
hot gases, as follows: 


(1) Exothermal decomposition of substances such as 
hydrogen peroxide, hydrazine and propyl nitrate; 


(2) Oxidation reactions between an oxidiser, such as 
liquid oxygen, nitric acid or fluorine, and a fuel. 


Reactions which give the highest heat release are 
those involving oxygen or fluorine with the light ele- 
ments, hydrogen, lithium, beryllium and boron, but the 
specific impulses obtained are limited except for 
hydrogen by the high enthalpy of vaporisation of the 
oxides (or fluorides) and their high molecular weights. 
The best fuels are hydrogen and compounds of hydrogen 
with the light elements including carbon. 


At the present time liquid oxygen with a hydrocarbon 
fuel is most widely used in large rockets for satellite 
launchings. The value of I for such a system is approxi- 
mately 286 sec., but higher performance would be 
achieved with hydrogen and oxygen (385 sec.) and with 
hydrogen and fluorine (400 sec.). Systems using liquid 
ozone or high concentrations of free radicals would have 
still higher I values, but many obvious problems need 
to be solved before these substances can be seriously 
considered. Dr. Parker described the properties of a 
number of propellents, especially those which cause 
difficulty in handling. The decomposition type of liquid 
propellent has a lower performance than the bi- 
propellent oxidation type, and is not generally employed 
for the main propulsion of a rocket. This type is 
extremely useful for auxiliary power generation, how- 
ever, and in this connection the mechanism of the rapid 
decomposition of hydrogen peroxide by silver catalysts 
was discussed. 

The use of solid propellents leads to rockets which 
are simpler to handle but of lower performance than 
liquid-fuelled rockets, not exceeding about 240 sec. at 
the present time. Solid propellents are of two main 
types: double-base propellents such as cordite, and com- 
posite propellents, which are essentially mixtures of an 
inorganic oxidiser and a fuel. The British plastic pro- 
pellent used in the Raven Motor of the Skylark sounding 
rocket is a good example of the latter class.” 


PROBLEMS OF AGEING 


Because little is known about the biological phe- 
nomenon of ageing, and because of the problems which 
result from the increasing number of older people in 
the population, the U.S. National Institutes of Health 
have set up special programmes to stimulate and support 
research in all health-related aspects of ageing. As 
part of the research carried on within its own organis- 
ation, the National Institutes of Health are conducting 
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investigations into ageing in the Gerontology Branch 
of the National Heart Institute, located at the Baltimore 
City Hospitals in Baltimore, Maryland, and in the Sec- 
tion of Ageing of the National Institute of Mental 
Health, located in the Clinical Centre at Bethesda, 
Maryland. Within the research and training grant 
activity of the National Institutes of Health there are 
many projects bearing directly on problems of ageing, 
ranging from investigations at the molecular level to 
investigations at the social level. Work on chronic 
disease in relation to the ageing process falls between 
these two extremes. 


The Centre for Ageing Research, a component of the 
Division of General Medical Sciences, fosters additional 
investigations of all kinds of problems in ageing which 
are related to health. In addition to the research pro- 
jects, both intra-mural and extra-mural, which are 
directly concerned with problems of the ageing process 
of ageing people, much of the research carried on or 
supported by the National Institutes of Health has an 
indirect or secondary bearing on problems of ageing.— 
Nature, January 7, 1961. 


THE BREWING PROCESS 


Students of chemistry and biology have always been 
interested in brewing, for this industry has added con- 
siderably to both subjects. The New Scientist, October 6, 
1960, reported on changes that are contemplated in the 
processes of brewing:— 


“Traditionally, beer has been brewed in a batch 
process, involving a series of large vessels in which 
each stage of the process is carried out separately. This 
has meant, among other things, that very large buildings 
have been required to accommodate the vessels, and 
consequently that site costs have been high. Gradually, 
however, brewing is coming into line with the general 
trend in modern industry, and methods of brewing con- 
tinuously are being pioneered in Britain. 


The Brewing Industry Research Foundation has de- 
signed and installed a continuous plant at its laboratories 
at Nutfield, and working in conjunction with the Foun- 
dation, the APV Company installed a pilot plant for 
continuous mashing and continuous wort boiling at 
Guinness’s Park Royal Brewery earlier this year. At 
the Brewing, Bottling and Allied Trades’ Exhibition at 
Olympia, APV has en demonstrating part of what 
may prove to be the shape of the breweries to come. 


The first stage consists of the continuous mixing, 
grinding and weighing of the grist or barley malt. Con- 
tinuous mashing turns the malt into wort. The wort 
is boiled by a new high-temperature, short-time process, 
and it is then passed through the hops. These are the 
parts of the continuous process which are on trial at 
the moment. The last stage, continuous fermentation, 
has already been achieved in the Morton-Coutts process 
developed in New Zealand, but there are still consider- 
able technical problems to be solved in coupling fermen- 
tation with the previous hop extraction process. 


There is much parallel work to be done, too, on the 
later stages of beer production, especially ageing. It is 
hoped, however, that eventually the whole process of 
brewing, fermenting, maturing, pasteurising and bottlin 
will be possible within a period of three days, as oppos 
to the present normal period of between six and 14 
weeks. This, together with the great reduction in the 
space required, the possibility of achieving steady-state 
conditions, and the increase in control which continuous 
brewing will bring about, may have a revolutionary 
effect on the whole industry; but much more research, 
development and operational experience will be required 
before that can come about.” 
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The essential recording of prescriptions on the Phar- 
macy register can prove a time consuming and extremely 
costly procedure—particularly as the work usually re- 
quires the services of a trained pharmacist who could 
otherwise be far more profitably engaged. 

Many pharmacists are now turning their thoughts to 
Microfilming as a solution to this problem, and in fact, 
Microfilming methods have already been put into oper- 
ation in some Australian pharmacies with outstanding 
results toward effecting great economies in overhead 
expense.

The Recordak Portable accommodates 16 mm. Film 
in 100-ft. rolls, and two rolls can be loaded side by side 
so that duplicate records are obtained simultaneously. 

Electrically operated from 240 volt A.C. supply, the 
Microfilmer automatically accepts the prescriptions fed 
in it through revolving rollers, photographs them instan- 
taneously and returns them into a receiving hopper. A 
photographic record of the script is retained on each of 
the two films loaded into the camera, so that actually 
two separate photographs are made at the one time. 

It is possible to Microfilm up to 2000 prescriptions in 
one hour’s operation, and although this may be the 
equivalent of probably two or three months normal 
dispensing, it would not be expedient to wait for a full 
100-ft. roll of film to be completely exposed before 
development, owing to the necessity of referring to 
prescriptions recorded perhaps within two or three days 
of their dispensing. Also it must be remembered that 
on a 100-ft. roll of 16 mm. Recordak Film as many as 
4000 to 5000 scripts will be photographed according to 
the size of the paper on which they are written, and 
this may represent the dispensing work of some months. 


The Recording Process 


Operating Procedure 

With the Recordak Portable Microfilmer installed in 
the pharmacy office (it occupies little space, far less 
than an office typewriter!) the dispenser after having 
prepared and checked the physician’s script feeds the 
document face up into the Microfilmer. A Microfilm 
photograph is instantly made, and the two films loaded 
into the camera automatically move forward to record 
subsequent documents fed through the machine. It is 
purely a matter of choice whether the dispenser records 
the prescription immediately on preparation of the 
script or alternatively Microfilm all of the prescriptions 
together at the end of the day’s work. Following the 
latter course it would represent little more than two 
minutes time to Microfilm 200 prescriptions. 

As it is necessary to process or develop the exposed 
Microfilm in order to retrieve information recorded, this 
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operation needs to be dealt with in a particular method 
to conform to pharmacy practice. Since the necessity 
may arise to refer to script dispensed the previous day, 
sections of the film recording each day’s operations are 
developed individually. 

As it has been noted that two separate records are 
made in the Microfilmer on operation, one on each of 
the two rolls of film loaded into it, a section only is 
cut from No. 1 roll representing the prescriptions photo- 
graphed during the day (this extract from No. 1 film 
can be made at two or three day intervals if desired). 
No. 2 film is not disturbed and remains in the camera 
until the complete 100-ft. roll is fully exposed, and will 
contain each day’s recording in uninterrupted sequence. 

The daily sections of film cut from No. 1 roll are 
developed, fixed and washed, and assuming 100 pre- 
scriptions have been recorded for one day’s dispensing, 
the section to be processed would only be about 12 in. 
in length. This small length of 16 mm. film could be 
developed in a dish or similar container, fixed and 
washed in the same way—the whole process occupying 
about five minutes. Semi-automatic developing appa- 
ratus is also available if required to carry out this work. 

Each separate section of film thus processed can, after 
drying, be joined by adhesive transparent tape or stapl- 
ing to preceding processed sections of films, in requisite 
sequence, until eventually a complete 100 ft. of film 
sections so joined form a Microfilm reference file of 
work for a definite period, and can be used for imme- 
diate reference of prescriptions dispensed over that time. 
This roll becomes the temporary register of prescriptions 
until No. 2 roll in the camera is completed. 


The Reader 


When No. 2 roll has been fully exposed it should then 
be sent to an established film laboratory where it will 
be developed at a very nominal charge to precise stan- 
dards toward ensuring the film record to archival per- 
manency. After return from the laboratory, No. 2 roll, 
duly marked and indexed on the container, becomes the 
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permanent pharmacy register,.and No. 1 roll tempor- 
arily used for intermediate reference and containing the 
same récords is discarded or destroyed, its immediate 
purpose having been fulfilled. 


Information Retrieval 


Microfilm records are read on a specially designed 
reader projecting an enlarged image on to either an 
opaque or translucent screen, providing a clear legible 
image same size as the original document or larger. 
There are numerous types of readers available which 
are suitable for information retrieval from 16 mm. Micro- 
film records, and the choice of equipment remains with 
the pharmacist to conform to space available in the 
office or dispensary for its accommodation. 


There is one particular reader manufactured by a 
New Zealand company known as the KX Mark III 
which incidentally can be obtained in Australia. This 
reader is small and compact, easy to operate, and yields 
a very good enlarged image for reading and reference. 
Other types of Recordak readers give larger and clearer 
images, and may be preferred if pharmacy space permits 
installation without causing obstruction. 


Equipment and Operation Costs and Savings Effected 
In order to install a Microfilming system an approxi- 
mate capital outlay would be as follows:

Savings and economies effected by instituting a Micro- 
film system can be readily appreciated despite initial 
capital expenditure for equipment represented above at 
£638/8/-, which could be amortised over, say, a 10-year 
period at a little more than £60 per year. Accepting 
this figure for assessment, the total operating costs, 
including materials used, processing charges, etc., for a 
Microfilming operation of recording 30,000 prescriptions 
in one year would work out at £88/15/- if prescriptions 
were photographed singly or £64/7/6 if photographed in 
pairs, side by side. 


Comparison of these figures with the present cost of 
maintaining the traditional system of transcribing pre- 
scriptions dispensed into the pharmacy register can be 
readily expressed in the statement of one pharmacist 
who has adopted this “new deal in prescription record- 
ing,” and so claims that in his pharmacy it was cus- 
tomary to utilise the services of three dispensing 
chemists, one of whom would be almost fully occupied 
with copying scripts into the register.

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Operating a Microfilming system, two pharmacists 
are able to do the work with provision for doubled 
output than when three were working together. In this 
direction alone a saving of close on £1500 or more per 
year is effected, plus the added advantage of conserving 
valuable space occupied by register books and cost of 


replacement. 


Conclusion 

The first record photographed each day should be a 
“flash card”—a plain white sheet on which is boldly 
marked the day’s date and beginning folio or sequence 
number. When a large number of records are viewed 
on the Microfilm reader these “flash cards” are promi- 
nently recognised and allow rapid location of any par- 
ticular point on the reading screen for information 
retrieval. 

Repeat prescriptions need not be re-photographed, as 
having been Microfilmed previously, reference by folio 
or sequence number is speedily accomplished on the 
original Microfilm record. 

Actual practice has shown that for, say, 100 prescrip- 
tions to be dispensed there are only 50 exposures or less 
required. It is fair at this juncture to say that the 
above average is reasonable, as pharmacists know the 
growing tendency for physicians to write more and more 
scripts on the one piece of paper. 

In any “one man” pharmacy the advantages of insti- 
tuting a Microfilming system are of equal if not of greater 
importance to those apparent where a staff of pharma- 
cists are engaged. More time becomes available for 
attention to counter sales, and no possibility exists of 
“after hours” work of copying prescriptions banked up 
during the day. This fact would be a welcome relief to 
many an overworked pharmacist operating a “one man” 
business.

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Professional Pharmacy of the Future 


An Address by Dr. J. G. Dare, Head of the Department of Pharmacy, University of Queensland, 


_Professional qualifications admit people to limited 
circles in the community and are never lightly granted. 
Admission to such qualifications carries with it both 
privileges and responsibilities. The privileges often 
include an increased social status and are a source of 
great pride to those who are members of professions, 
but the responsibilities are always greater and more 
important than the privileges. 


The responsibilities accepted by anyone admitted to 
a professional qualification are legal and moral. The 
legal responsibilities can be easily defined, although they 
may not always be so easy to fulfil. For the pharmacist 
their definition is fairly simple because they are respon- 
sibilities conferred upon him by Acts of Parliament in 
whatever community he resides. The moral responsi- 
bilities, however, are often nebulous and difficult to 
define, and are, in fact, a reflection of the professional 
conscience of the individual. 


Conscience 

A professional conscience, however, is not something 
which one just happens to possess. It only develops as 
a consequence of careful and thoughtful consideration 
by the individual of what his duties to the community 
are, and according to the way he views his duties so 
will his professional conscience develop. It is therefore 
always a good thing for the members of a profession 
such as Pharmacy to continuously take stock of what 
are their duties to the community, so that their conduct 
to the community is based on careful thought and not 
on the mere accident of circumstances. When a large 
number of the members of a profession adopt this atti- 
tude, then a professional conscience reflecting the con- 
sidered opinion of the majority becomes apparent, and 
the conduct of the professional body as a whole becomes 
guided by the thoughts of everyone. 
Definition 

The first step in considering what are one’s moral 
responsibilities in regard to one’s professional work is 
to define the function of one’s professional work. There 
have been many definitions of pharmacists given on 
many occasions. Some have been serious, and some have 
been in somewhat lighter vein. Some have been com- 
plimentary; some have been critical; but the simplest 
and most comprehensive definition of a pharmacist that 
I know is that he is “the man who knows all about 
drugs.” Now, of course, as with any simple definition, 
critics can find fault with this. For example, as.we do 
not know all there is to know about drugs, no man can 
possibly know “all about drugs.” Moreover, if you 
limit the definition, saying that a pharmacist is “a man 
who knows all that is known about drugs,” this is open 
to criticism because no one person today could in fact 
possess all this knowledge. Nevertheless, as a general 
statement, the situation that we all would like to see 
existing is that the pharmacist is accepted as the expert 
authority on drugs. 


Obligation to transmit knowledge 

Now any person who possesses knowledge which is of 
value to the community is under an obligation to make 
that knowledge available for the benefit of the com- 
munity, and in considering how the pharmacist should 
make his knowledge available to the community we can 
divide the comimunity into two quite separate sections. 
Firstly we have the general public who by and large 
are ignorant of matters concerning drugs but may 
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in need of a good deal of-advice, and on the other hand 
we have the members of the medical profession, who 
have an extensive knowledge of the therapeutic effects 
of drugs but who have only comparatively slight know- 
ledge of all those other aspects of drugs about which 
the pharmacist is so well informed. 


In relation to the general public and the way that 
the pharmacist gives the community the benefit of his 
knowledge—that is to say, the way he discharges his 
professional responsibilities, the dispensing of medicines 
is the most obvious to the ordinary person. This, by 
tradition, is one of the prime duties of the pharmacist, 
and it will continue so in the future. Dispensing may 
change in character in the future, as it undoubtedly has 
in the past. Nowadays, the number of extemporane- 
ously dispensed medicines is much fewer than the 
number of medicines which involve the supply of some 
pre-prepared substance. Some of the consequences of 
this change are greatly to the advantage of the patient; 
some of them are not so advantageous. There are many 
of these pre-packed medicines prescribed which could 
and probably should be prescribed as extemporaneous 
preparations, but equally there are many preparations 
prescribed which, by virtue of the complex techniques 
and methods which must of necessity be used in their 
preparation, render their preparation quite outside the 
practical methods which can be used at the dispensing 
counter. 


Changes do not diminish responsibility 

In spite of these changes, however, resulting often in 
less manipulative work by the dispensing pharmacist 
than in the past, his responsibilities have by._no means 
diminished in dispensing prescriptions, because his 
responsibility still is to see that the patient receives the 
proper substances in the proper form and that such 
substances are dispensed in doses which the pharmacist 
is satisfied are not unreasonable or at least are strictly 
in conformity with the intention of the prescriber. In 
fact, when one considers the multiplicity of new syn- 
thetic drugs, many of which are very potent, the 
responsibilities of the dispensing pharmacist have greatly 
increased, even though the manipulative work in dis- 
ea has lessened. But the pharmacist’s responsi- 
ility to the public is far wider than that of the dis- 
pensing of prescribed medicines. 


Protection of the public 


The ae stands between the public and the 
harm that members of the public may do themselves 
by the misuse or abuse of poisons and noxious sub- 
stances or by unwise self-medication. Poisons are de- 
fined by law, and the protection which pharmacists must 
rovide to members of the public against their own 
ignorance is clearly set out in the laws of all civilised 
countries. This involves such matters as adequacy of 
labelling to give due warning to the public of the 
hazards of the substances with which they are dealing, 
containers for poisons of such a nature that they are 
readily distinguishable by the public from those for 
other substances, and the requirement that when poisons 
are regarded as dangerous substances members of the 
public must sign a register before they may possess 
them, and of course there are substances which are 
considered sufficiently dangerous to require that the 
public be not able to obtain supplies at all for the 
purpose of self-medication. The public is well-protected 
against these substances, which are defined by appro-

priate Acts of Parliament as poisons, and except for 
certain common purposes the outlet of such substances 
to the public is restricted to the pharmacist; and the 
pharmacist is expected to display an acute sense of 
professional and moral responsibility in permitting these 
substances to pass into the hands of the public. 


Responsibility in relation to sale of uncontrolled 
substances 


Unfortunately, there is no restriction on the sale to 
the public for any purpose whatsoever of substances not 
included in the poisons legislation of the community, 
and anyone may sell them. Thus the pharmacist’s re- 
sponsibility to guard the public against the dangers of 
self-medication is seriously impaired for substances not 
classified as poisons, because if he exercises his profes- 
sional conscience and decides to advise members of the 
public to discontinue these acts of self-medication he 
may serve no useful purpose whatsoever because persons 
so determined can obtain these materials from other 
sources where the supplier possesses no knowledge of 
drugs at all. 


Confused thinking 


This illustrates the very confused thinking which 
exists in the community today, when so much public 
money is spent on the education of the pharmacist to 
give him the knowledge which puts him in a position 
to protect the public from the hazards of unwise self- 
medication, yet at the same time the law of the land 
carefully ensures that medicines which escape the legal 
definition of poisons can be sold by the most ignorant 
shop assistant in any type of shop—and many such 
medicines have eventually been found very dangerous 
indeed. This situation, however, will never be changed 
without effort on the part of the pharmacist. If he 
wishes to establish himself as the only source from 
which domestic medicines can be obtained, he will have 
to first of all conduct himself professionally in such a 


manner that it is recognised that he is unselfishly 
exercising his knowledge for the benefit of the com- 
munity. 


Limitations 

The question the pharmacist must ask himself is 
whether he is conducting himself in this unselfish pro- 
fessional manner, for, while the pharmacist is eminently 
fitted to advise the public on the question of simple 
domestic remedies, he must be careful not to lay himself 
open to the charge that he is willing indiscriminately 
to sell domestic medicines, nor must he step into the 
province of the physician. 

There are many widely advertised preparations con- 
taining valuable drugs and there are some containing 
drugs of doubtful worth, and whenever a pharmacist 
has reason to believe that a member of the public is 
persisting with self-medication with such preparations 
when it would clearly be more in his interest to seek 
proper medical advice, it is the pharmacist’s clear duty 
to recommend that medical advice be sought. 


Counter prescribing 

The fact that a pharmacist knows all about drugs does 
not, however, confer upon him any knowledge of the 
human body, and he must not indulge in counter pre- 
scribing. The demarcation line between simple domestic 
remedies and counter prescribing is often indefinable, 
but there are unfortunately some who are prepared to 
counter prescribe for almost any condition. Such people 
are preying on the gullibility of the public, and pro- 
fessionally their conduct, to say the least, is highly 
reprehensible, and the sooner such people can be per- 
suaded to abandon these practices the better. Once this 
has been done it will be possible to secure the co- 
operation of the medical profession to bring home to 
the legislative authority the dangers of uncontrolled 
self-medication, and thus ensure the closing of the 
avenues which encourage this. 


Educating the public 

The pharmacist, in the future, may also be expected 
to play a much larger part in the health education of 
the general public. He is ideally placed by virtue of 
his knowledge and his close contact with the public, 
very often on a friendly and advisory basis, to help in 
the inculcation upon the public of better oral hygiene, 
to help reduce the number of home accidents—particu- 
larly those which occur from the accidental consumption 
of drugs due to lack of appreciation that many modern 
drugs are as dangerous when abused as they are valuable 
when correctly used, and in such matters as general 
home hygiene. 


Pharmacy and medicine 

_In respect of his responsibility to the medical profes- 
sion, the pharmacist has an increasingly important part 
to play. In these days when a constant succession of 
new drugs is being forced upon the physician backed 
by most persuasive and high-powered salesmanship, the 
physician finds himself unable to keep sufficiently well 
abreast of modern developments to be able to fully 
evaluate such preparations, and the pharmacist by 
virtue of his training should be able to provide an 
information service for the busy practising physician. 
This is not to suggest that the pharmacist will ever 
usurp the function of the physician as the prescriber, 
but when he is given a rapid and accurate survey of 
the knowledge available about a new drug the physician 
will find the problem of deciding whether a particular 
drug is of use to him in any particular circumstance 
much simpler than at present. 


The hospital pharmacist 

This is a change which may seem optimistic to some 
people, but it is one which in fact is rapidly ae 
place. To become fully effective it will require a muc 
closer professional understanding between the pharma- 
cist and the physician than has obtained in the past 
but it is true to say that in Britain today the Chief 
Pharmacist in the teaching and other leading hospitals 
has become the source from which the hospital medical 
staffs seek their information on new drugs, and one has 
only to spend a short time with one of these Chief 
Pharmacists to learn how frequently during the day he 
is called upon to supply just this kind of information. 
It is also beginning to happen in the field of general 
practice. 


Advising the doctor 


There are many pharmacists in general practice in 
Britain today who every day receive several visits from 
local general practitioners who are anxious to have 
information about newer drugs but who have not the 
time, in the press of a busy day’s work, to hunt out 
this information for themselves. When all is said and 
done, the pharmacist trained today has a knowledge of 
pharmacology equal to that of his medical colleague, 
and one looks forward to the day when this will be 
fully recognised and physicians will not only seek but 
will accept advice on those matters in which the phar- 
macist is competent to help them. 


Other duties 

Thus if professional pharmacy develops in this way 
the pharmacist will be the guardian of the public against 
the hazards of drugs, medicines and poisons, and will 
be the friend and colleague of the physician. This is 
not to say, however, that a Utopia is envisaged in which 
pharmacists in general practice will be running “pre- 
scription only” pharmacies. In addition to dispensing 
the pharmacist has duties to perform for the benefit of 
the public. He is the one person capable of knowledge- 
ably supplying domestic remedies and medicines, and 
of controlling the supply of poisons to the public. The 
pharmacist who fails to fulfil all these functions is 
failing to undertake his full professional responsibilities. 
Thus, I envisage, the practice of pharmacy will continue 
as a combination of dispensing and selling domestic

medicines and poisons. All these are truly professional 
uses of his knowledge, and I believe if the entire supply 
to the public of medicines and poisons were restricted 
to pharmacists, the ever-increasing and deplorable prac- 
tice of widening the range of goods which are sold in 
pharmacies would be unnecessary and would be halted. 


General trading 

There are, of course, those who wish to see the range 
of goods sold in pharmacies extended because they think 
there are quick profits to be made. These, however, 
are the people who are seeking to cash in on the privi- 
leges their professional qualification confers upon them, 
but who are not prepared to accept the responsibilities 
which go with their qualification. We all know these 
people; they are the ones who obey no professional code 
of ethics, and if questioned always ask why they should 
change their conduct when they are not breaking the 
law of the land. But the very essence of a profession 
is that the members of it conduct themselves in con- 
formity with a moral code which is infinitely stricter 
than the written law. The future of professional phar- 
macy is closely bound up with the elimination from 
pharmacy of those who offend against the ethical code 
of the profession. With their elimination, I see no 
reason why pharmacy should not develop, albeit slowly, 
in the way I have suggested, and the pharmacist will 
then be able to take just pride in his professional work. 


Conclusion 


Tonight I have talked about professional pharmacy 
in the future. Of necessity, any predictions relative to 
the future are really expressions of personal opinion. 
Tonight you have heard my opinions. You may think 
some of them controversial; you may even disagree with 
some of them. The life blood of a profession depends 
upon its continuously re-examining its duties to the 
public in the changing situations of a changing world. 
Whether you agree with the opinions I have put forward 
is less important than whether you are also engaged 
in thinking of the responsibilities of your profession, 
and, while I should naturally like to think that we are 
all in agreement, I shall feel satisfied if my words have 
stimulated you to re-examine in your mind the responsi- 
bilities of our profession. Such a re-examination by 
large numbers of any profession is always certain to 
bear good fruit. 


IMPORTANCE OF WILL AND SELF-CONTROL IN 
PROBLEM OF ALCOHOLISM 


“No Magic Formula—No Single Drug or Action” 


The exercise of self-control and the importance of will 
should by no means be overlooked in seeking a solution 
to the problem of alcoholism. 


This opinion was expressed by the Minister for 
Health, Dr. Cameron, in the address with which he 
opened the Conference on Alcoholism, held at the Uni- 
versity of New South Wales, Kensington, in August. 


Dr. Cameron continued: “Could I say to begin with 
that I hope we all appreciate, and that the public will 
appreciate, that this is not just a question of the con- 
sumption of alcohol, but it is the question of the abuse 
of the consumption, and in the main, an abuse of it in 
a particular way. There has been, I think, a consider- 
able reduction of drunkenness in Western society, cer- 
tainly Australian society, during the present century, 
and we have moved a long way from the conditions 


which existed early in the last century when it was 
possible for a public house to display a sign advising 
customers that they could get ‘drunk for 6d. and dead 
drunk for 9d.’ But that sort of thing is not the problem 
with which you are dealing. 


‘Steady’ Consumption 


“There is a large area in modern society in which 
many individuals have their capabilities destroyed, and 


_their lives ruined, as well as those of their relatives 


in many instances, by the steady consumption of alcohol, 
and may I point out that there are allied problems, also 
very serious nowadays even if not so widespread, caused 
by a somewhat similar steady consumption of drugs of 


varying potency. 


“The extent of the problems of alcoholism is expressed 
in various ways—by the loss which is caused to industry, 
estimated in Australia alone, I understand, at £40 million 
a year—or by the numbers of people affected, and there 
is no doubt that the corporate loss to society expressed 
in such terms is very great. But far transcending in 
importance financial loss or loss expressed in statistical 
calculations is the destruction of individual lives and 
happiness. No statistics can adequately express this. 


“Your association is presenting to us the fact that 
alcoholism is a disease, not of course as we all under- 
stand disease, but rather a disease of personality, a 
problem of psychiatry, perhaps linked with inherent 
qualities, though I should think personally unlikely to 
be so closely linked to them as affected by the force of 
example. 


Importance of the Individual 


“You are making plain the importance of the problem 
as well as its magnitude, and this is a recognition of 
the importance of the individual, all the more poignant 
because the modern world has so much to offer him in 
conditions of living, in standards of life and in the enjoy- 
ment of all the good things that life can provide. 


“It is very important that we should rescue these great 
numbers of people now living in the shadows. 


“T am not qualified to tell you in detail what the cure 
ought to be—perhaps even not in general—but may I 
make a few observations? I think it is important to 
realise that while we speak of alcoholism as a disease, 
we are not going to discover any magic formula to 
exorcise the craving; that there will be no single drug 
or action which will provide a sovereign cure. There 
must be a comprehensive attack suited to each indi- 
vidual, and directed to his particular circumstances. 


“I think we will be making a mistake if we come to 
take a purely mechanical view, and that we should 
beware of thinking that alcoholism is something that 
does not matter in the moral sense. I think we will 
also be mistaken if we leave no room for the exercise 
ee and belittle entirely the importance of 
will. 


“Indeed I think that this aspect is recognised in your 
literature, where it is pointed out how important it is 
that the alcoholic himself should want to be cured. 


“Finally, could I refer again to the force of example? 
Most alcoholics apparently start out as social drinkers, 
and moderation in all things is still a good rule. The 
virtues of, and the necessity for, fitness and self-control 
are greater in the modern world, not less than they used 
to be, and I imagine will become progressively more 
important.”—Journal Health, December, 1960.

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A Visit to a Pharmacy in Moscow

Late last year I had the opportunity to spend some 
time in London. As I was flying there and back, I was 
able to chcose the cities I wanted to see en route. Being 
interested in Pharmacy, I chose the places where Phar- 
macy seemed to me to have something to offer. I had 
contacts in San Francisco, New York, London, Paris, 
Delhi and Singapore, so these places were, each of them, 
a sine qua non. Moscow seemed the other logical port 
of call. I was interested to compare Pharmacy in the 
U.S.S.R. with the other countries I had seen. Although 
I had no contacts in Moscow, I thought I would still 
like to go and see. Your Editor invited me to write 
this article. 

One morning in October I met my Russian guide and 
interpreter in the foyer of my comfortable, well heated 
hotel in Moscow. She greeted me with her usual smile, 
and told me that today she had been able to arrange 
for me to see a pharmacy. 

Perhaps you would like to know that my guide was 
very young, very small and very attractive! She had 
a keen sense of humour and spoke English with an 
accent, but with the English idiom, although she had 
never been out of Russia. She had completed a five 
years language course at the University in Moscow. She 
was a very intelligent and likeable person. 

We left the hotel in swirling snow, found our taxi, 
which incidentally was driven by a woman, and set off. 
I was glad that there is no traffic problem in Moscow— 
there are few cars—and just as well, as we slithered 
our way to another part of the town. We stopped 
outside a shop situated on the ground floor of a large 
apartment building. 

The shop windows had na displayed goods in them, 
but were filled in with murals depicting the various 
facets of pharmacy—so I knew we had reached our 
destination! My guide and I entered the shop itself— 
glad to get into the warmth—it was centrally heated. 
The front part of the shop was well lit with fluorescent 
tubes—was very clean, with good shelving, well stocked 
and well dusted. There were about ten customers in 
the shop—all clad in heavy overcoats, heavy snow boots 
—not exactly glamorous clothes at any time. 

We were greeted at the counter by the manager. 
He was about 40-45, very good looking, tall and well 
built, with an intelligent face and a pair of bright 
twinkling eyes. 

He ushered us into his office and produced two clean 
white coats for us to put on! He did not speak English 
at all, so our conversation was carried on through my 
interpreter, which, of course, isn’t entirely satisfactory. 
However, both the pharmacist and my guide were co- 
operative and we really managed quite well. I must 
admit that it is rather frustrating to have to converse 
this way, and you will have to forgive any inaccuracies 
which may have arisen through misunderstandings on 
the part of my interpreter, the pharmacist or myself. 

We three sat down in the manager’s office (I never 
did learn how to spell his name, much less to pronounce 
it!), and he indicated that he would be glad to answer 
any questions before showing me around. 

He asked me a few questions too, such as “Were our 
pharmacies in Australia like the drug store in America?” 
and various questions about our National Health Scheme. 

He told me that there are two qualifications in phar- 
macy in Russia. One which gives a dispensing qualifi- 
cation only. This course takes two years after leaving 
school, and is done at a pharmacy school separate from 
the university and with an apprenticeship in a phar- 
macy. This course is mainly taken by women. 

The other course is a five year degree course, and 


one had to have this qualification to be in charge of a 
pharmacy. He told me very proudly that when this 
course was completed the graduate was then quite 
competent to carry out research in any branch of 
chemistry he would care to choose. 

Pharmacies are classed according to the number of 
prescriptions done per day. The smaller pharmacies 
dispense up to 200 prescriptions per day. The medium 
size pharmacies dispense from 200 to 400 prescriptions 
per day, and the larger ones dispense over 400. This 
pharmacy was a medium sized one and dispensed from 
200-400 prescriptions per day. 

The staff in this shop was the manager, plus two 
graduate assistants, four female dispensers, two female 
apprentices (who were washing mortars, measures, etc., 
I was pleased to see!), one female secretary and one 
female cleaner—these two latter women had no phar- 
macy qualifications. 

This pharmacy was open from 9 a.m. to 10.30 p.m. 
and two shifts were worked. Pharmacists work seven 
hours per day. 

I asked if the usual international requirements for 
Dangerous Drugs were carried out, and he produced 
the key of the D.D. cupboard from the pocket of his 
white coat with a real twinkle. He opened the D.D. 
cupboard—the drugs were marked in Latin—and he 
also showed me a lead lined box therein for, what my 
guide described as “most dangerous drugs.” I presume 
for radio-active isotopes, but this question was beyond 
the technical knowledge of my guide! The pharmacist 
also showed me the usual D.D. book, very neatly kept 
and up to date! 

I asked about a Sale of Poisons Register, but this the 
pharmacist could not understand. He assured me that 
no poisons were sold without a doctor’s prescription. 

I asked if the people were allowed very much self- 
medication such as analgesics or sedatives. He told me 
that “safe” analgesics were allowed to be sold over the 
counter, but no sedatives. I mentioned that this was 
a problem in the West, and he said it was a problem 
in Russia too—but as there was no shortage of doctors 
now, sedatives had been controlled to a “prescription 
only” basis. 

The National Health Scheme, as I understood it, was 
rather different to our own, and not as ail-embracing as 
in Great Britain. All medical treatment was free. There 
are three levels of treatment. 

(1) Hospitalisation. 

(2) Consultation with a specialist in a clinic (derma- 

tological, cardialogical, etc.). 

(3) Consultation with a general practitioner. 

In respect of Pharmaceutical Benefits—prescriptions 
are free if the patient is hospitalised. These are made 
up in the hospital dispensary. They are also free to 
patients attending the specific diseases clinics. Again 
the prescriptions are dispensed in the pharmacy within 
the clinic. However, if the patient is not attending 
either a hospital or a clinic and receives a prescription, 
it is dispensed in a pharmacy similar to the one I saw, 
and the patient must pay for this prescription. It 
seemed that only the very sick got their medicine free— 
a good idea? I noticed that the dispensers were making 
up or had made up several pots of ointment, several 
tonics and eye drops—indicating slight disorders rather 
than serious illnesses. 

After this preliminary chat we were taken into the 
dispensary proper. The dispensary was very well 
equipped for making all types of prescriptions—mix- 
tures, pills, suppositories, ampoules, eye drops, etc. It 
was interesting to see the gleam of recognition when

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I enumerated these in Latin—we felt we were both 
really pharmacists together when “auristellae,” “ungu- 
entum,” etc., were mentioned. At least we had a few 
words in common to both languages, or should I say 
a common language to pharmacy? The drugs used were 
all labelled in Latin and the prescriptions written in 
Latin. I could have filled a compounded ’script quite 
easily even in Moscow, but I could not have written 
the label, I am afraid! Metric weights, of course, were 
used, and the liquid drugs were delivered from burette- 
type feeders from the dispensing bottles into the con- 
tainers for the patients. 

ff the main dispensary was a small sterile room. 
This was equipped with ultra violet light and had sterile 
water reticulated from a special still through stainless 
steel pipes not only to this room but to the main dis- 
pensary as well. A very clean uniformed dispenser 
was in this room making up eye drops—they were at 
the filtering stage as we entered. All eye drops are 
autoclaved if possible, otherwise they are dispensed in 
this room under aseptic conditions. 

The prescriptions are recorded in a prescription book, 
but not given back to the customer. The pharmacy sells 
medical supplies and cosmetics as well as dispenses 
prescriptions. 

As there is no private enterprise in Russia, there is 
not the choice of brands that we have, so the pharmacies 
are not as colorful. On the other hand, I would think 
they require a smaller capital outlay as far as stocking 
them is concerned! 

Of course there are lots of other things I would like 
to know about Pharmacy in the U.S.S.R. which I forgot 
to ask or did not have the time to find out, but I must 
say that the manager of the pharmacy I did see treated 
me with great kindness and pee, Sas my guide did 
her very best to be the perfect go-between. 

The pharmacy I saw was well run by a dedicated man. 
I smiled because, just as in our country, authority knows 
where to direct a visitor. 

I had the feeling that pharmacists the world over 
have a bond that draws them together—colour, race 
creed and politics are all forgotten in a common bon 
of knowledge and function. This wasn’t only true in 
Moscow; it was just the same in America, Great Britain, 
India and Singapore. 

Moscow is well geared for tourists. A party of medical 
men is going from here next summer to meet fellow 
practitioners in Moscow. Maybe the pharmacists will 
= a similar group and see for themselves in the near 

uture.

“The pharmacist is responsible for the quality of the 
drugs he dispenses.” How often have we heard such a 
statement made. It is so true, and as a portion of his 
Re ms igual in his pharmacy a refrigerator should be 
include 


The pharmaceutical manufacturers, today, attempt to 
stabilise their specialty products so that these medicinal 
forms have a reasonable shelf life. Since many of the 
stability studies of the manufacturer are conducted at 

“exaggerated” temperatures of perhaps as high as 70 
deg. C., it is not logical that storage of some of these 
products at temperatures below that of room tempera- 
ture might be in order? 


As pharmacy today begins the reappraisal of its status, 
it is more important than ever that we consider the 
necessity of having a refrigerator as a normal and useful 
part of our pharmacy equipment. Examination of the 
minimum standard requirement of many of the States 
of the United States and of those provinces in Canada 
(where minimum standards are in effect or contem- 
plated) shows that these Boards of Pharmacy consider 
a refrigerator to be an essential piece of equipment. 


Refrigerators are necessary not only for the storage 
of medicinals but also for the extemporaneous com- 
pounding of pharmaceuticals. It is true that most of 
our drugs come in “precompounded” forms for dis- 
pensing by the pharmacist, but nonetheless many phar- 
macists have developed an excellent prescription busi- 
ness on formulas and dosage forms which the physicians, 
practising in the neighbouring areas, favour. 


It is generally accepted that most injectable solutions 
should be maintained at refrigerator or close to refri- 
geration temperatures. It is necessary for most sera and 
vaccines in order to preserve the potency of these im- 
portant groups of medications. While it is true that 
most antibiotics to be used parenterally may be pack- 
aged as the dry powder, it is also true that many single 
dose antibiotic products are prepackaged in a sterile 
disposable syringe unit and should be refrigerated. 


Antibiotic ointments have always been a problem for 
the pharmacist. All antibiotic ointments may be pre- 
pared in an oleagenous or fatty base, but modern der- 
matological use is tending away from these ‘ ‘greasy” 
bases to the more aesthetically appealing oil-in-water 
emulsion-type, or water-soluable basis. Penicillin salts 
may deteriorate rapidly when in the presence of water. 
However, it has been shown that penicillin in Hydro- 
philic Ointment U.S.P., which had been refrigerated, was 
still active therapeutically after three months. 


In addition to Penicillin, antibiotics such as chlor- 
amphenical, bacitracin, and the tetracyclines, if com- 

unded in oil-in- water, emulsion-type or water-soluble 
Sosen, should be refrigerated not only in the retail phar- 
macy, but precautionary directions to this effect should 
be included as a portion of label directions for the 
patient. 

I wonder how many retail pharmacists have taken the 
time to read the storage directions on various antibiotics 
they have in their dispensaries. 


Probably one dosage form of medication still widely 
used today is the suppository. Precompounded supposi- 
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The Desirability of Refrigeration

With acknowledgments to the “Canadian Pharmaceutical Journal,” January, 1961. 
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tories as well as compounded suppositories will require 
refrigeration. Frequently the base used is Theobroma 
Oil (Cocoa Butter). Unfortunately, Theobroma Oil will 
melt at summer temperatures, and it would be most 
awkward if the pharmacist were to dispense a package 
of a precompounded medication in which the supposi- 
tories had lost their characteristic shape. Again, there 
is the characteristic caution “Store in a cool place.” 
Some pharmacists are developing an excellent profes- 
sional practice by compounding extemporaneously, 
varied strength and varied combination suppositories. 
It is not unusual for a physician who is specialising to 
develop and prescribe a particular formula product. 
The pharmacist should be able to assist, when requested, 
in the formulation. Granted, he may have to conduct 
some experimentation, but is this not one of his respon- 
sibilities? 

In this day of vitamin product supplements, refriger- 
ation has assumed an important role. One of the main 
degradation reactions of vitamins in aqueous vitamin 
products is oxidation, and this could easily be air oxida- 
tion. Many manufacturers, after preparing the aqueous 
vitamin mixture, will remove the excess air from the 
container by “layering” the bottle contents with an inert 
gas, such as nitrogen. However, when the pharmacist 
is required to dispense a quantity from an original 
container, the remaining quantity may undergo some- 
what rapid degradation if stored at room temperature, 
since the nitrogen will be lost on opening the bottle. 
Consequently, then, the refrigeration of opened aqueous 
vitamin products would seem to be in order. With the 
present dating regulations on vitamins, the pharmacist 
owes it to the customer, to the physician and to himself 
to use all precautions necessary to maintain the pre- 
parations at therapeutic potency. 


Some pharmacists may say that their particular type 
of prescription business does not require a refrigerator 
as part of the normal equipment, but then in pharmacy 
as in other other profession it is not as simple as that. 
The pharmacist must be prepared for any eventuality, 
and may be called upon (even though infrequently) to 
perform services and compound dosage forms much 
beyond those he may normally dispense. 


It would seem logical then that a refrigerator (of a 
type to suit individual needs and requirements) should 
be part of the normal complement of equipment in 
every dispensary. 


CHECK SUGGESTED ON UNTRIED DRUGS 


The Council of the New Zealand branch of the British 
Medical Association views with concern the fact that 
new and untried drugs are freely available to the public. 

The Council recommends that where it becomes appar- 


ent that a drug is potentially dangerous, there should be 
some quick method of implementing some supervision.

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The retailer needs the aid of controls to determine 
whether the various parts of his business co-ordinate 
properly. 


Stock control is one of the most important, yet it has 
been estimated that less than 25 per cent. of retail 
merchants use stock control with maximum efficiency. 
Stock control is not put to good use for these reasons: 


(1) The retailer uses no system at all because he 
assumes that stock control is costly and involved; (2) 
he uses too elaborate a system; (3) he uses a system 
badly “tailored” to the business; (4) the system is satis- 
factory but its operation is unsatisfactory; (5) the merits 
of stock control have never been explained to him. 


A simple, inexpensive system, fitted to the business, 
can make a big difference to profits, especially now that 
money is dear. 


A simple method consists of a “check-sheet,” with the 
several sizes and/or colours of a specific item or brand 
in separate groupings. The sheet provides a numerical 
“graph” showing, in units, the movement of stock from 
month to month. 


By starting with the “on hand” of an item, adding 
purchases for the month, and deducting monthly sales, 
one gets the starting stock for the next month. 


On the check sheet, directly following the name of the 
article and selling price, a column “O.H.” indicates the 
number of units “on hand”; column “O.” denotes the 
number of units “ordered”; and column “S.” indicates 
the number of units “sold” during the monthly period. 
Sum total of on hand and ordered, minus number sold, 
gives the “on hand” figure for the next month. 


An upper set of squares provides for the first six 
months, and the lower set for the second six months, 
leaving an entire section on the right-hand side for the 
total sales of each period. 


To simplify taking the monthly “on hand” count, some 
stores group their departments in such a manner that, 
-during the first week of the month, two of the heaviest 
-departments are checked; during the second week two 
additional departments are dealt with, and during the 
third and fourth weeks three smaller or simpler depart- 
ments can be checked. 


Using this system with regularity, taking the monthly 
“on hand” need not be dreaded as a burden, it becomes 
a mere matter of routine which, with a little practice 
-on the part of the staff, takes very little time, and as- 
sists them in focusing their minds on the merchandise 
“come Monday morning.” 


First thing that will be discovered when introducing 
the scheme is that too frequently “under counter” mer- 
chandise, which should be carried in —- units of 
six or 12 for easy checking, have n incorrectly 
counted, many packages having been opened and only 
one or two units being “out of stock.” 


This Simple Stock Control System 
Can Cut Overheads .. .

After a few times the staff will learn the value of 
removing stock from under the counter in package units, 
thereby keeping merchandise not only more countable 
but more accessible. 


Suggestions that can be made are: (1) That each de- 
partment’s records be filed in a separate ring binder, 
or (2) in the event that records are kept in one or two 
binders, they should be tabbed to indicate in what de- 
partments they belong. Furthermore, it is recommended 
that all brands of a specific article or item be kept 
together. 


Advantages of stock control are numerous, Here are 
only a few:—It— 


(1) Minimises lost sales because of “outs.” 
(2) Keeps inventory in safe ratio to volume. 


(3) Keeps sales at a maximum and customer satis- 
faction high. 


(4) Detects theft and laxity. 
(5) Indicates turnover per item. 
(6) Spotlights “slow movers.” 


(7) Provides dependable data for statistical analysis 
to determine future operations on other than a 
“guesswork” basis. 


(8) Prevents long and short stocks. 
(9) Prevents overbuying and underbuying. 


(10) Serves as a buying guide to the most profitable 
items. 


(11) Holds capital investment in stock to a reasonable 
limit. 

(12) Indicates what items need reordering. 

(13) Indicates drop in demand of any item. 


(14) Switches capital investment from slow to fast 
sellers. 


(15) Shows monthly movement per item and total 
monthly stock. 


(16) Provides information upon which to build a bal- 
anced stock suitable to local demand. 


(17) Decreases overheads by increasing turnover. 


(18) Shows when price reductions are necessary to 
dispose of slow-moving items. 


.(19) Teaches sales staff location, price, size and colours 
of stock, and 


(20) Increases retail store profit per lineal foot of coun- 
ter space.

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Perfumes and Extracts 
of the Past and Present 


By Frank A. King 


IX. Musk, Spikenard and Lavender 


Musk, a strong odour procured from the musk-deer, 
is very largely used in the manufacture of “bouquets.” 

Although, as a rule, about a century ago, English 
ladies objected to musk, the Empress Josephine was so 
fond of it that, notwithstanding the Emperor’s remon- 
strances, her dressing-room at Malmaison was filled 
with it, and, for two or three decades after her abdi- 
cation, the perfume had not been obliterated, in spite 
of all the means taken to remove the scent. 

Sir Hugh Plat, in his “Delightes for Ladies,” first 
printed in 1609, includes the following “receipt” showing 
“How to make muske sugar of common sugar.”: 

“Bruse 4 or 6 graines of muske, place them in a peece 
of sarcenet, fine lawne or cambricke doubled: lay this 
in the bottome of a galley pot, straining your Sugar 
thereon, stop your pot close, and all the Sugar in a 
few daies will both sent and taste of muske, and when 
you have spent that Sugar, you may lay more sugar 
thereon, which will also receive the like impression. 
Such muske sugar is sold for two shillings the pound.” 

Notwithstanding the objections made to musk, the 
perfumer knows that it must be used to meet popular 
taste, which is for a delicate and persistent perfume— 
two qualities which are entirely antagonistic to each 
other. 

The best musk comes from Tonquin and Tibet, but 
the deer is found throughout the whole length of the 
Himalayan chain. The scent is found beneath the skin 
and near the navel of the animal, which is not bigger 
than a greyhound, and was often caught in snares, 
although it was generally hunted in the same way that 
hares are captured. 

Some old Chinese pictures erates 3 the chase of this 
valuable animal depict the Tibetans killing it with bow 
and arrow. 

In its pure and unadulterated state musk is disagree- 
ably powerful—indeed, there are many perfumes of 
vegetable production which would be disliked if used 
in their pure or original condition, especially the ottos. 
For instance, that of violets is like prussic acid, and the 
otto of rose can be very disagreeable to some persons. 


Nature knows nothing of this, because the breeze 
presents the odour in infinitesimally small proportions. 
The perfumer, imitating Nature by the addition of spirit 
to the concentrated otto, distributes it again in gentle 
exhalations. 

In 1868, the anonymous contributor to “Cassell’s 
Magazine” says that if otto of jasmins were used only 
princes could buy it. 

He says the perfumer puts it in tiny bottles, and says 
that it was worth nine guineas an ounce—in 1868! 

“The Dictionary of Trade, Commerce and Navigation,” 
printed in 1844, gives the following information con- 
cerning musk: 

“Musk (Musc, Fr. Bisam, Ger. Kruskus, Du, Muschio, 
It, Almizele, Sp. Mishk, Arab.). An aromatic substance, 
obtained from certain glands which grow beneath the 
belly of an animal of the deer kind, called the musk 
deer, Moschus moschiferus, that inhabits the loftier 


mountains of Siberia and Tartary. Musk is in grains 
concreted together, dry, yet slightly unctuous, and free 
from grittiness when rubbed between the fingers or 
chewed. It has a peculiar, aromatic, and extremely 
powerful and durable odour; the taste is bitterish and 
heavy, and the colour deep brown, with a shade of red. 
It is imported into England from China in caddies, 
containing from 60 to 100 ounces each, but an inferior 
kind is brought from Bengal, and a yet worse from 
Russia. The best is that which is in the natural pod 
or bag. The duty is 6d. the ounce, and the quantity 
imported in 1841 was about 2,122 ounces.” 

Among the vegetable perfumes Lavender appears to 
be so far distinguished by ancient usage, as well as 
by its own inherent sweetness, as to claim a prominent 
place in the esteem of the florist and the perfumier. 

Lavender, the “spikenard” of the ancient races, 
formed the basis of a very precious ointment. The 
leaves of the plant were employed for preparation of 
spikenard ointment, so that, however common lavender 
may be and however easily procured, at the present 
day, its value must have been very great when it was 
used for the unguent. 


We are told (Mark, chap. XIV, verse 5) that a box of 
the ointment was worth more than three hundred 
pence; and it is also known that the spikes of blossoms 
sold for one hundred Roman denarii, per pound. (In 
1839, this sum was estimated at being worth about 
£3/2/6—or something like £10 or £12 nowadays.) 

The lavender plant is supposed to have gained its 
name of spika or spike from the circumstances of its 
being the only verticillated plant (or plants whose 
leaves grow in whorls round the stem) which has its 
blossoms in the form of a spike. 

With respect to the other component of the word 
“spikenard,” it has been suggested that it was derived 
from Nardus or Nard, or Naarda, a city of Syria, near 
the Euphrates. 

Spikenard, or nard, is a far-famed perfume of the 
East. It was of great value—“very precious” (Mark, 
XIV, 3; John, XII, 3 and 5). The nard was also known 
to and equally estimated by the ancients, and Dioscorides 
described three kinds. 

Of the first type, called nardos, simply, there were 
two varieties, the one Syrian and the other Indian. 
Towards the end of the last century Professor Royle 
ascertained that the latter was obtained from the 
Nardostachys jatmansi, a plant of the ValerianOE 
family, which grows in the mountains in which the 
Ganges and Jumna rivers originate. It is described as 
having many spikes from one root, hence the name, 
and these spikes appear to be like the tail of an ermine. 

The Syrian variety is said to have been so named 
because so many Indian products in olden times found 
their way into Europe across Syria, and the jatmansi or 
— or the Hindus may have been among such 
goods. 

_ However, considering the locality of the Nardostachys 
in India, there seems reason to believe that it also grows 
in the mountains of Persia or Syria.

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Spikenard is mentioned in the Song of Solomon (IV, 
14) in connection with saffron and calamus, products of 
Syria and Persia, as well as with Indian aromatics. 

Dioscorides also mentions a mountain nard, and even 
a Celtic or European nard as well as the Syrian and 
Gangetic varieties. Avicenna also refers to the Roman, 
the mountain, the Indian, and the Syrian sunbul, as he 
calls the nard. 

The more valuable kinds may be rare, and that of 
Indian growth—the sunbul Hindhi of the Arabs—may 
have most virtue, whence its expensive character; but 
there is every evidence that different kinds of the same 

erfume, if not the Indian plant itself, were obtained 
om Persia, Syria and even southern Europe. 

Pliny says that the most odoriferous lavender grew 
anciently about the town of Eporrhedia, and was so 
much esteemed at the time of Christ that it was sought 
after with great avidity, and brought a revenue to that 
city equal to a mine of the most precious metal. 

Pliny also refers to the ointment mentioned by the 
Evangelists, and gives direction for its being kept in 
alabaster vessels, and says that the spikes or blossoms 
of the plant produced a most agreeable perfume for 
garments. 

The familiar appellation of “lavender” seems to arise 
from its use in washing and bathing, from the Latin 
verb “lavo,” meaning “to wash.” 

Indeed, in the middle of the last century, it was so 
much used in washing and bathing, and its use for the 
inferior offices of the toilette had so much extended 
among the middle classes then, that it fell into com- 
parative disrepute among the more affluent people. 

The lavender plant is a narrow-leaved fragrant bush 
bearing bluish flowers arranged in spikes. It grows 
freely in the southern parts of Europe, in the Canaries, 
Egypt, Barbary, Persia and the west of India. 

It is not certain at what period lavender was first 
introduced into the British Isles. It was cultivated in 
England as early as the time of the first Queen Elizabeth, 
as Gerard gives six varieties that were found in the 
gardens during her reign. However, it does not appear 
that perfumes were much in demand then, but we find 
it was directed that lavender should be used as a wash 
for the relief of persons who were suffering from palsy 
or apoplexy, and in the form of a conserve it was 
administered for various complaints. 

As many as twelve different species of lavender have 
been described, but two only are of general interest: 
the common lavender (Lavendula vera) and the French 
lavender (Lavendula spica). The former is largely 
cultivated on account of its flowers, which it bears in 
June and July. An essential oil is obtained by distilling 
these flowers with water, which is extremely fragrant, 
and which, dissolved in alcohol, constitutes the perfume 
commercially termed “Lavender Water.” 

Foreign Lavender Water cannot compete with that 
which is distilled in England, the plant being, in the 
vicinity of London, cultivated in great abundance for 
the purpose of distillation. The oil which first passes 
over has the highest and best scent, and is frequently 
separated from the rest and sold at a higher price. 


If the stalks and leaves are distilled with the flowers, 
the odour of the oil deteriorates, and this seems to 
the case with oil obtained from other countries. 

French lavender, or Lavendula spica, likewise yields 
a fragrant essential oil, which is used extensively as a 
vehicle for colours in the painting of porcelain, in the 
preparation of varnishes for artists, and sometimes, but 
not very frequently, in the preparation of colours for 
exterior decorating. It is generally known as “Oil of 
Spike.” 

Lavender is the chief of all caphalic plants, and a 
be used with great advantage to sweeten the air of sic 
rooms where a purer circulation of air cannot be 
obtained without danger to the patients. In the same 
way, the spirit of lavender can be administered in some 
cases with advantage; but, as there are other cases for 


which its use might be disturbing, if not distressing, it 
should not be administered without competent advice. 

Lavender faggots are made of the spikes before the 
flower is fully blown. From about twelve to twenty 
heads of lavender should be placed evenly together, 
and one end of a narrow ribbon tied tightly round the 
whole, close under the heads to form a bow, leaving 
the remainder of the ribbon about a yard long. The 
stalks are then bent backwards over the heads of 
lavender, and the ribbon wound spirally round the 
faggot, passing it alternately over two stalks and under 
the next two until the heads are covered. The winding 
ribbon and stalks are fastened by a bow, and about three 
inches of stalks are left below the last bow. A plainer 
faggot had no spiral ribbon. Our grandmothers used 
also to make fragrant baskets of lavender stalks as well 
as little lavender faggots. 


OUTBREAK OF PARATHION POISONING 


An article dealing with an outbreak of parathion 
poisoning from contaminated barley is reported in “The 
Lancet,” 5/3/60. The authors are K. Kanagaratnam, 
M.B., D.P.H., Acting Senior Health Officer, Singapore; 
Wong Hock Boon, M.B., M.R.C.P.E., D.C.H., Senior 
Registrar, Paediatric Unit; and Tan Kwang Hoh, M.B., 
M.R.C.P.E., D.C.H., Medical Officer, Paediatric Unit, 
General Hospital, Singapore. 


They emphasise the importance of recognition of the 
toxic symptoms and knowledge of accurate antidote now 
that the organo-phosphate compounds are coming so 
widely into use as agricultural insecticides. 


The first intimation of the outbreak in Singapore was 
the admission in rapid succession to the general hospital 
of a number of children obviously suffering from poison. 
Thirteen children and one adult were admitted and one 
child was brought in dead. Eight children were in a 
coma on admission or rapidly went into coma, and of 
these four died. It was established that the common 
factor in all cases was undoubtedly barley. 


Conclusions and Summary: In an outbreak of acci- 
dental “Parathion” poisoning due to contamination of 
barley in Singapore in September, 1959, 35 children 
and three adults were affected, and nine children died. 

The symptoms varied from abdominal discomfort, 
nausea, and malaise, to vomiting, pallor, and collapse, 
the patient often passing rapidly into coma with exces- 
sive salivation, dyspnoea, increased secretions in the 
lungs, and muscle twitching. The pupils were at first 
dilated and later constricted. 


Only atropine was available as an antidote. It was 
given in large doses and repeated as required. In most 
cases there was considerable improvement within one 
hour; the bronchial secretions and dyspnoea subsided 
and consciousness was regained. Supportive treatment 
included stomach washout, oxygen therapy, aspiration 
of bronchial secretions, and in one case intubation with 
positive-pressure respiration. Broad-spectrum anti- 
biotics were given to prevent bronchopneumonia, 


To prevent further persons from ingesting the con- 
taminated barley, warnings were given through loud- 
speaker vans and over the radio, with immediate 
success. Contamination of the loose barley with para- 
thion was confined to one particular consignment of 200 
bags imported from one ship; and one bag from one 
shop was responsible for seven of the nine deaths. Con- 
tamination of the barley after it left the importer’s 
warehouse, and contamination in the country of source, 
were excluded. The affected consignment of barley 
and another, suspect, consignment were traced through- 
out Singapore, Malaya and Borneo, and were destroyed.

On the latest available information, last year there 
were approximately 12,000 medical practitioners in 
active practice in Australia. 


In 1957 a survey was conducted to ascertain the 
number of medical practitioners registered and resident 
in Australia, and an attempt was made to relate these 
statistics to the number of doctors in active practice. 
The results of the survey were published in the March, 
1958, issue of “Health.” 

A further survey was conducted in 1959, primarily to 
obtain more up-to-date figures for the number of medical 
= registered and practising in the Common- 
wealth.

A table which is appended shows the number of 
medical practitioners registered as resident in each State 
and Territory of the Commonwealth. The statistics 
were obtained from the Medical Registers of each State.

THE CONTROL OF PROPRIETARY MEDICINES 
To the Editor. 


Sir,—Your Editorial in the January issue on the “Evi- 
dence submitted by The Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain to the Inter-departmental working party on 
legislation concerning medicines” contains a number of 
statements at variance with fact that this Association 
feels constrained to make a few observations on them. 
The Editorial says that “laws relating to the sale of 
medicines have just grown up—piece-meal fashion.” 

This is true of all the laws concerning any industry, 
trade or practice, in fact it has always been the boast 
of our legislators that when some piece of legislation is 
interpreted differently from what was intended, the 
particular portion of the relevant is amended, not the 
whole Act. 

Further you say “. . . self-medication is almost a 
national vice.” 

On this subject Lord Frazer of Lonsdale, in a recent 
speech in London, said much in favour of Proprietary 
Medicines. A copy of the text of this speech is in the 
files at this office for your information, if required. 

Various people have different ideas of what is Aus- 
tralia’s National vice, teetotallers say alcohol is the 
National vice, Churches say gambling is, and a Judge in 
a New South Wales Court said a few days ago that 
poker machines were the National vice. But self-medi- 
cation as a National vice is something quite new. 

You speak as though the Health (Proprietary Medi- 
cines) Act was not in force in Victoria or the Pure Food 
Act in New South Wales. 

Everybody knows what the Victorian Act does and 
how it works and it may not be common knowledge 
that under the Pure Food Act of New South Wales a 
manufacturer may be brought before the Court to prove 
that his proprietary medicine is correctly labelled or 
that his claims are true. There is a case on record where 
a Victorian manufacturer was brought before a New 
South Wales Court and fined because of misdescription, 
and yet that medicine was registered under the Vic- 
torian Act. 

Some of our members feel that the Editorial is pro- 
paganda in favour of the restriction of the sale of these 
goods to retail chemists, others have complained that 
“The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” which draws 
a large portion of its revenue from proprietary medicine 
manufacturers, should not attack its advertisers in this 
fashion, more particularly when it is realised that pro- 
prietary medicines, including all types and similar goods, 
constitute anything up to 80 per cent. of the average 
chemist’s turnover. It does not matter whether the pro- 
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prietary medicines are Nationally advertised or prescrip- 
tion proprietaries, they are all proprietary medicines, and 
it would astonish the members of this Association if the 
claim was made that the percentage of a chemist’s turn- 
over in these goods was less than that mentioned, viz., 
80 per cent. 


There are numerous other statements in the Editorial 
the members of this Association disagree with, but it is 
not desired to monopolise too much space in your 
Journal.

GREAT BRITAIN 
LONDON, March 10, 1961. 


The 2s. Levy 


Practically all the talk and cor. ern in pharmaceutical 
circles during the past four weeks has been about the 
increase of the prescription charge from ls. to 2s., which 
became effective on March 1. At the time of writing 
it is too early to generalise on the effect, but on the 
whole the public is paying up without undue grumbling. 
In the lower middle class and poorer districts there has 
been an additional demand for receipts so that the 
patients in financial need could make claims for re- 
imbursement to the Assistance Board. This, of course, 
has increased the work of the pharmacist as an unpaid 
tax collector. Some individuals have been loath to 
believe that the charge was already in being, because 
the Health Services Bill had not received the final 
approval of Parliament. In the poorer districts there 
has been a percentible fall in the number of prescrip- 
tions dispensed, but elsewhere the levy seems to have 
had little effect. A few cases of apparently increased 
quantities have been noted, but there was no evidence 
of stocking up in the last fortnight of February. 
Chemists are perturbed that such prescriptions as 8 oz. 
of iron and strychnine mixture, 12 Codis tablets, 8 oz. 
of morphine and ipecacuanha mixture, 12 Soneryl 
tablets and 90 Fersolate tablets should each cost the 
patient 2s., when in fact the amount credited by the 
Pricing Office to the chemist is below the 2s. mark. 
The five examples given were dispensed by one London 
suburban chemist before mid-afternoon. 


The National Pharmaceutical Union has advised that 
contractors should not concern themselves as to whether 
or not the payment for a medicine has a fully-priced 
value of 2s. Even if that question had any bearing on 
the contract, it would not be against the N.H.S. fully- 
priced value, but against what would be charged in a 
private dispensing transaction with the assessment 
should be made. If, however, a prescription calls for 
an appliance for some preparation which does not 
require compounding or labelling, and this article is 
sold over the counter for under 2s., it is permissible 
to cross off the item from the prescription form and 
send in the form marked “not dispensed.” The member 
of the public would pay the appropriate retail price. 
Bandages, cotton wool, lint, etc., surgical spirit or kaolin 
poultice ordered as such, would fall within this category. 


Parliamentary Debates 

The Health Service Bill and the increased prescription 
and hospital charges have caused a furore in Parliament, 
and the Opposition has been fighting almost every 
clause. The Government decided that the Guillotine 
must be applied, and the debates have been consequently 
curtailed. Sir Hugh Linstead, Secretary of the Phar- 
maceutical Society, expressed the objections of phar- 
macists in various parts of the country to the increased 
charges: “They believe that they are a mistake. Phar- 


macists do not receive personal benefit from the charges. 
They have only the thankless and sometimes the painful 
task of collecting them for the Minister. They and 
those doctors who, in country districts, supply medi- 
cines, come into direct contact with the public at the 
time when payments for prescriptions are made, and 
their views are important and should be taken into 
account in assessing the effect of these charges.” It 
was clear, said Sir Hugh, that many believed that some 
of these charges would create hardship for deserving 
patients. They believed that some prescribers, in an 
endeavour to help patients, were likely to go to such 
expedients as prescribing one item for two members 
of a family. There might be cases where a prescriber 
would omit a desirable item under pressure from the 
patient, who might want to limit the number of charges 
that he had to pay. There was no doubt that one effect 
of the charges would be to increase the quantities and 
possibly to increase the wastage. Another effect would 
be to encourage self-medication. Then there was the 
general criticism that the prescriber and the patient 
were involved in a sort of conspiracy to defeat the 
charges. It was a little difficult to put it precisely, but 
it was both an undesirable element in the Service and 
a barrier to a proper doctor-patient relationship. Those 
were the sort of criticisms that had come to him from 
people who had to handle these problems daily, and 
they were worth passing on. 


Turning to the question of “the future of the phar- 
maceutical services and the drug bill,” Sir Hugh affirmed 
that so far as he could see, the cost of drugs would 
inevitably rise, not because of any original sin on the 
part of the manufacturers, but simply because new and 
modern drugs inevitably were more complicated to 
make, to test and put on the market. The Hinchliffe 
Committee had drawn attention to the fact that the 
increasing cost of drugs was not a British matter alone. 
It was to be seen in many foreign countries and under 
industrial conditions different from those in Britain. 
What could be done to prevent this steadily increasing 
cost of modern drugs once again putting the Health 
Service in jeopardy? asked Sir Hugh. There was no 
doubt that the Minister would have to turn to the pre- 
scriber. He was, among all the welter of forces actin, 
in this field, the person who had in his hand contro 
over the drug bill. 


“T hope that the Minister will give some indication 
of what he is doing to attack that problem and see 
whether he can keep the medical student, the young 
houseman in the hospital and the general practitioner 
in touch with modern prescribing methods by some 
other means than through the representatives of the 
manufacturing houses, so that they can more compe- 
tently co-operate in keeping the cost of the Service 
reasonable. It was the prescriber who held the key to 
economy in this section of the Health Service. As long 
as the principle that the prescriber was to be free to 
prescribe whatever he believed his patient needed was 
safeguarded, his knowledge and his judgment were the 
main things that the Minister had to rely upon. The 
patient could do very little to control prescribing. It 
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was for that reason that he very much regretted that 
he should have to pay for increased costs over which 
he had virtually no control,” concluded Sir Hugh. 


Industry Attacked 

The pharmaceutical industry has had rather a rough 
handling during the various debates on the Health 
Service. Immediately after Sir Hugh Linstead’s speech, 
Mr. Edelman made a strong attack on certain drug 
companies. The Cyanamid Company of Great Britain 
had decided to lower its prices by 12 per cent. from 
February 27. The reduction in broad spectrum anti- 
biotics was welcome, but when the Health Service was 
introduced, this company had paid nothing to its parent 
company in the United States, but last year it had 
repatriated £1.4 million from the Health Service. Profits 
had risen from £45,000 in 1948 to £3 million in 1960. 
Mr. Edelman referred also to the profits of Ely Lilly 
& Co. Ltd., Merck Sharp & Dohme and Pfizer, and 
argued that a nationalised pharmaceutical industry was 
necessary. 


Earlier in the month there was a strong demand for 
an inquiry into the pharmaceutical industry, and a 
similar line of approach was taken in the House of 
Lords. Baroness Summerskill, who is herself a doctor, 
in her maiden speech referred to the appeals made to 
successive Ministers of Health to curtail the huge profits 
of certain drug houses. Lord Taylor, also qualified in 
medicine, referred to the non-co-ordinated research 
activities of the pharmaceutical industry, and the diffi- 
culties of obtaining information from the manufacturers 
on profits. He thought that reliance should not be 

laced on internal departmental investigations, but a 

yal Commission should be set up on the industry as 
soon as possible. A censure motion on the Government 
was defeated by 79 votes to 27. The yo Company 
of Great Britain, since the debate, has stated that it 
has written to all Members of Parliament concerning 
the allegations about the industry in Britain made 
during the debate. In common with other American 
subsidiaries in Britain, the figures published related not 
only to pharmaceutical activities, but also to interests 
in agricultural and general chemical fields. The cut in 
the company’s prices had been made before the debate, 
and since 1951 the prices of its antibiotics had been 
reduced by 34 per cent. in spite of regular increases in 
the cost of labour and raw materials. The Cyanamid 
Company is publishing a series of advertisements on 
drug prices and profits, in one of which it points out 
amongst other facts, that the manufacturers’ price per 
head of population in Britain was only 16s. annually, 
compared with 55s. 4d. in Belgium, and that the 12 
per cent. cut will result in an estimated annual saving 
to the National Health Service of £725,000. Prices of 
penicillin also have been cut by all manufacturers and 
reductions made in a number of steroids. 


Record Medicinal Exports 

Exports of drugs, medicines and medical preparations 
reached a record figure of £44 million last year, an 
increase of £3.4 million over 1959. Australia once again 
proved the best customer, with purchases of £4 million, 
while New Zealand was fifth with £2.02 million. Both 
of these figures were above those in the previous year, 
and the only countries showing a falling off in custom 
were the United States, China and India. Antibiotics 
provided about the fifth of the grand total at £8.6 
million, and of this over £2.4 million came from peni- 
cillin and its preparations. Vitamin preparations, etc., 
accounted for £2.7 million, and aspirin for about £1.2 
million. 

The present outlook, perhaps, is not quite so rosy as 
in earlier years. Sir Miles Thomas, Chairman of Mon- 
santo Chemicals, in the company’s annual report, says 
that industry is going through a period of selective 
assessment to domestic and overseas demand, and this 
can be expected to bring about alterations in the com- 
pany’s trading pattern. About 11 per cent. of the turn- 
ever of almost £21 million is made up of the pharma- 
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ceuticals, chiefly salicylates, aspirin and phenacetin, 
and phenol and other by-products account for a further 
8 per cent. Direct exports account for 35 cent. of 
sales, and 41 per cent. go to Commonwealth countries, 
with the Common Market taking 19 per cent., and the 
European Seven 13 per cent. Much of the sodium 
benzoate production has gone into anti-freeze prepara- 
tions, and production of phthalic anhydride has been 
severely hampered by a shortage of naphthalene. 


; Decimal Currency 

The adoption of a decimal currency in South Africa 
has received considerable attention in the National 
ress, and the advocates of reform in Great Britain 
ave been busy. Questions have been asked in Parlia- 
ment, but the leader of the House of Commons, Mr. 
R. A. Butler, said that he could not arrange for an early 
debate on the subject. In the House of Lords, the view 
seemed to be that chambers of commerce and local 
authorities were heavily in favour of the change, and 
a Government statement was promised for later in the 
year. The views of the Trades’ Union Congress, the 
Federation of British Industries and other large bodies 
have been taken, but the Government also want to get 
the view of “the smaller people, the man in the street, 
the small tradesman who does not have electronic 
machines.” The idea of a decimal coinage system in 
Britain is by no means new, as as long ago as 1840 the 
florin was first minted as a preliminary step, and the 
first run of coins included the wording “one-tenth of a 
pound.” The possibility of a change is proving a fruitful 
field for the professional humorists. For example, a 
drawing in “Punch” shows a school attendance officer 
talking to a housewife who is half-sheltering a small 
boy. The caption is “I am keeping him at home to help 
with the shopping in this new decimal coinage.” Deci- 
mals are introduced to school children about the age of 
10, but Your Correspondent believes that they are 
quickly forgotten except by those who use them daily. 

Takeover Completed 

Yet another large amalgamation has taken yore in 
the pharmaceutical world. Glaxo Laboratories Ltd. has 
acquired the preference and ordinary capital of Evans 
Medical Ltd., and stockholders in the latter company 
have received shares in Glaxo Laboratories. vans 
Medical Ltd. ordinary shares doubled in value in over 
12 months, being finally quoted around 30s. Some time 
ago Glaxo Laboratories also made a successful offer for 
the share capital of Allen and Hanburys Ltd. 

Commonwealth Training Scheme 

In last month’s News Letter the Commonwealth 
Training Week was mentioned. The aims and objects 
of the Week are stated to be: “To stimulate awareness 
of the responsibility of the community towards young 
people entering employment; to stress the importance 
of schemes of induction and training, both for the 
benefit of individual firms and in the interests of the 
young people themselves; to give increased opportunity 
to young people to learn of the opportunities available 
for training and education; and generally to emphasise 
the significant place of the young worker in society.” 
A number of the Society’s branches throughout the 
country are taking part in the Week. So far the 
Council have received about 60 requests for assistance 
in preparing exhibits. 

Light on the Tranquillisers 

The significance of the generic pharmacological names 
for the flood of tranquillisers marketed over the past few 
years has proved a stumbling block for the pharmacist 
and others. The position has been clarified synoptically 
by the British Medical Journal in its answers to corre- 
spondents. In reply to a request for the clarification 
of such terms as “thymoleptic,” “tranquilliser”’ and 
“ataractic” as applied to phenothiazine derivatives, the 
following definitions are given, and the use of such 
terms as “broad-spectrum psychotropic drug” are de- 
plored. 

Tranquilliser—Certain drugs (developed from the 
antihistaminics) which produce sedation and tranquillity

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without much drowsiness; divided into two groups 
according to their use: (a) treatment of psychoses and 
behaviour disorders in children (e.g., prochlorperazine 
perphenazine, trifluoperazine); and (b) treatment o 
neuroses (e.g., meprobamate, benactyzine and chlor- 
diazepoxide). 

Ataractic—Synonym for tranquilliser. 

Hibernators.—Tranquillisers which also lower body 
temperature. 

Monoamine Oxidase Inhibitors—Block the enzyme 
monoamine oxidase, which destroys certain amines in 
the body (noradrenaline and 5-hydroxytryptamine). 
Examples are iproniazid, phenelzine and nialamide. 

Antidepressant——Drugs which are effective in the 
treatment of depression (not considered a useful term). 

Psychic Energiser—Monoamine oxidase inhibitors 
which help neurotic depression (e.g., iproniazid). 

Mood Elevator and Thymoleptic.—Used to describe 
the action of imipramine in endogenous depression; the 
latter (in the opinion of the B.M.J.) is unfortunate, 
as it suggests action on the thymus gland. 

Psychotropic and Neuroleptic—Non-specific terms 
used to describe any drug which has an affinity for the 
mind or acts upon the nervous system. 

Protecting the Customer 

Although the old legal motto Caveat emptor still holds 
good in Law, over the past decade there has been an 
increasing body of opinion in favour of the buyer. Apart 
from the attack against price maintenance, various 
organisations have been formed with a view to protect- 
ing consumers’ interests. Two booklets are published 
periodically which compare and contrast various named 
articles. A private Member’s measure, the Consumer 
Protection Bill, has been before committees in Parlia- 
ment. In the course of the discussion it was said that 
the attention of the House had been drawn recently 
to advertising and the sale of habit-forming drugs. 
Reports on slimming foods had given rise to great 
anxiety, and hair restorers had been criticised by the 
medical profession. The profession also had criticised 
the packaging arrangements of drugs and medicines. 
The formula had to be printed on the container, but 
there was no directive about the size of the print, and 
the formula could be given in most obscure language, 
and this was preferred by the unscrupulous manufac- 
turers. It was not legally necessary to put the formula 
on the outermost wrapping. Several Members stressed 
the need for better packaging of medicines, and for the 
Government it was said that before making any regu- 
lations, the case where other regulations already applied 
would be carefully considered with representations from 
consumers as well as trade associations and others in 
business. 


Advertising Medicines 

In earlier News Letters references have been made 
to the Interdepartmental Working Party on Legislation 
Concerning Medicines. Evidence is still being sub- 
mitted and the latest report is from the Advertising 
Inquiry Council. This body recommends that all drugs 
acting on the central nervous system should be con- 
trolled for an initial statutory period of three years. 
The Government should make a large scale survey of 
self-medication, and all forms of advertising in the 
field of health maintenance should be under Government 
supervision. The Council also want a review of the 
regulations controlling supplies of dangerous and poten- 
tially dangerous drugs to the public. A further recom- 
mendation is that the formula of all remedies should 
be given not only on the container but also in adver- 
tisements. The size, shape, colour and markings of each 
product should be distinctive and readily identifiable, 
and there should be an “administrative instrument” for 
the review of the control and testing of every new 
remedy. 

The Congregational Union of England and Wales has 
urged, in its evidence to the committee now examining 
television advertising, that a closer watch should be 
kept on advertisements. The worst offenders, the Union 
asserts, are to be found in the fields of pharmaceutical 
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products and detergents. The health of the nation might 
be harmed by the “subtle suggestibility” found in the 
promotion of drugs and medicines. The Advertising 
Inquiry Council, mentioned above, in its evidence, 
suggests that there should be a special body with power 
to veto immediately any television advertising, as the 
existing arrangements for control are inadequate. 


University Places 

Over the past 15 years there has been great com- 
petition for university places throughout Great Britain. 
Students, both in pharmaceutical and most other facul- 
ties, tend to enter their names for admission to several 
universities and colleges, and go where they can get in. 
In the Arts and Sciences generally, the greatest com- 
petition is for Oxford and Cambridge, with London in 
third place. One entirely new university has been 
established, and there has been up-grading of several 
other colleges, but there is still a movement for more 
universities to meet the demand for higher education. 
Scotland has four universities, all of which have been 
established since the 15th century, but there is a con- 
tinued outcry for a fifth, with site claims from Dumfries, 
only 30 miles from the English border, to Inverness, the 
self-styled capital of the Highlands. In Parliament, Mr. 
Selwyn Lloyd, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, has 
stated that he has agreed after discussion on an ex- 
pansion beyond the figure of 135,000 places which have 
been already agreed. The university building pro- 
gramme is being increased from the present figure of 
£15 million each year to £25 million in 1962 and 1963. 
In the two succeeding years it may be possible to raise 
this figure to £30 million. These grants should help to 
meet the task of accommodating the increased number 
of students who would come forward in the second half 
of the present decade. By the early 1970’s the university 
population should be around 170,000 students. 


Poisonous Seed Dressings 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds, and 
other bodies interested in the conservation of wild lif 
are making strong representations against the use o 
poisonous seed dressings. There is evidence that dress- 
ings containing dieldrin, aldrin, and heptachlor can kill 
birds who eat dressed seed, and there is strong circum- 
stantial evidence that deaths do occur from this cause, 
particularly when sowing conditions are difficult. Foxes 
and other animals which have eaten birds have died 
from ingesting these chemicals, but the evidence on 
this is not so clear. Disquiet, too, has been expressed 
about the game birds which absorbed sub-lethal doses, 
and the possible effects on man, who in turn has eaten 
the birds. The most serious Sunday papers have been 
discussing this subject, and the various Government 
departments concerned, such as the Conservancy groups, 
and farmers, are seeking more evidence. The whole 
position will be reviewed in the spring of the present 
year. 

Domestic Teaspoons 

The hoary problem of what is a teaspoonful has been 
before Parliament. The Minister of Health was asked 
if he would give instructions that the specific amounts 
to be taken should be stated where bottles of medicine 
were issued under the National Health Service, carrying 
a warning that it was dangerous to exceed the stated 
dose. The Parliamentary Secretary, Miss Edith Pitt, 
replied that few patients have a properly graduated 
measure, and inaccuracies in using them might be as 
large as the variation in the size of teaspoons. In 
answer to a supplementary question, Miss Pitt pointed 
out that the wording “it is dangerous to exceed the 
stated dose” did not appear on N.H.S. labelling, but on 
proprietaries in which certain drugs were included. 
Even with a standard measure, Miss Pitt thought, there 
would always be people who would put in less, and 
others who would overfill the measure. Under further 
pressure from the Opposition, Miss Pitt agreed that 
there was a standard measure recognised in medical 
circles of a teaspoonful, but she said it was not readily 
available.

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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
STUDENTS OF AUSTRALIA 


By the time this report reaches you, all of us will be 
hard at work starting the grind for another year. With 
Congress over and only memories left, it makes the year 
seem that much longer. 

I intend to devote most of this article to a brief report 
on the Council meetings at Congress and what lies 
ahead this year for N.A.P.S.A. and its Executive. 

From what can be gathered from the last Council 
meetings, it appears that N.A.P.S.A. needs a great deal 
more publicity. It was astounding to hear reports from 
different States revealing the apparent apathy towards 
N.A.P.S.A.—its work and activities. It is the duty of 
every student of pharmacy to make the Association 
known wherever and whenever possible. One of the 
main reasons why the Association finds it hard to 
function efficiently is because of the lack of support 
except by Council members and other persons closely 
connected. 

This in itself is a pity because there is always room 
for the right type of student who sees the value of such 
an organisation. No one can deny the useful position 
that N.A.P.S.A. fulfils; it is widely known that many 
students depend upon it for such services as text-books 
—one of the greatest schemes yet designed for express 
purpose to enable the student to obtain text-books at 
a cheaper rate. 

As time goes on, more and more valuable projects 
are undertaken to help students as much as possible: 
in every way giving support to them and make their 
student life as happy as possible. In return it is only 
fair that N.A.P.S.A. should gain the respect of all its 
members, ending in a gigantic closely knit body. 

This year the members of the Executive, who were 
listed in the last report, are among the keenest ever 
collected together at one time. Already many brilliant 
ideas are forthcoming and are being discussed by the 
Executive. Much correspondence has passed from State 
to State in the short time already. 

Ideas for 1961 include greater representation for indi- 
vidual States—based on the size of the faculty. This, 
of course, is only a thought, yet to be proved a step 
in the right direction. Overseas delegation is another, 
in which Australia hopes to be properly represented 
at the International Pharmaceutical Students’ Federa- 
tion’s Study Tour to be held in Munich. They will 
collect information on retail and industrial conditions 
overseas, and on returning deliver a full report on their 
findings. 

The N.A-P.S.A. Surveys, held for what could have 
possibly been the last time, proved to be disappointing 
owing to lack of support by students. It was indeed a 
pity, as this is one of the mediums through which 
students can draw attention to their conditions, working 
or otherwise, to senior pharmacy. However, the results, 
once compiled, prov to be of value and in some 


respects a real eye-opener. These will be circularised 
to State Secretaries in the near future. 

Finally, in your hurry to get down to work, don’t 
forget your National Association. I am looking forward 


to hearing from the States, telling us of their various 


activities.

UNIFORM REGISTRATION OF DOCTORS 


It was announced from Canberra on March 27 that 
preliminary steps have been taken to obtain uniform 
conditions for registration of medical men throughout 
Australia and its territories. 

The Commonwealth Director-General of Health 
(Major-General W. D. Refshauge) in making the an- 
nouncement said steps had also been taken to ensure 
uniform requirements on the legal aspect of medical 
practice and professional conduct. 

Major-General Refshauge said a meeting of the 
presidents and registrars of medical boards of each State 
and the A.C.T. had suggested the creation of a general 
medical council of Australia to promote uniform policies 
in an advisory capacity. 

The primary aim of the council would be to ensure 
adequate educational standards in all Australian uni- 
versity medical schools. 

Later it was hoped to extend the council’s functions 
to the establishment of uniform conditions for registra- 
tion in all States, uniform reciprocity with overseas 
countries and uniformity in the admission of foreign 
graduates.

The President said it would be seen that Dr. P. R. 
Patrick, of the Department of Health and Home Affairs, 
had been appointed President of the Pharmacy Board. 
He said this was a very pleasing appointment, because 
prior to graduating as a medical practitioner Dr. Patrick 
was a pharmacist. On behalf of the Council a letter 
had been sent to Dr. Patrick offering congratulations on 
his appointment and wishing him a happy and successful 
term of office.

From Department of Health and Home Affairs: (1) 
Advising that the preparation “Terminex” contains 
quinidine and consequently becomes a restricted drug 
within the requirements of the Poisons Regulations in 
Queensland. (2) Stating that at the present time the 
Department has no law compelling a chemist to provide 
refrigeration at his premises for the storage of perish- 
able drugs, such as vaccines, etc. The Department does 
not approve of any chemist as a distributor of vaccines, 
etc. However, in regulations under consideration re- 
specting the conducting of a pharmacy, it will in all 
probability be a requirement that a refrigerator, capable 
of ensuring the safe keeping of vaccines, etc., will be 
necessary equipment. If such a requirement becomes 
mandatory, it would be necessary for the chemist to 
comply. Stating it is intended that regular inspections 
of chemists’ premises will be carried out. 


Lengthy discussion took place concerning this corre- 
spondence. It was agreed that no further action could 
be taken at this stage. 


From Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, for- 
warding a report from the A.P.F. Editorial Committee.

Alterations to Galenical Notebook: The draft for an 
insert to be placed on the front page of the Galenical 
notebook was approved in principle. The draft was 
referred to Mr. Reynolds for final editing before for- 
warding to the Registrar to arrange for early printing.

The President reported on consideration given by the 
Board of Studies in Pharmacy to letters from Messrs. 
W. E. Longworth and I. M. Penny, asking for recon- 
sideration of exclusion under Clause 4C of the University 
statutes. The applications had both been rejected. The 
Registrar was directed to write for return of the can- 
celled indentures. 

Re-examination in Section “A” of Practical Expe- 
rience: Letters to Miss A. I. Hancock and Messrs. B. D. 
Holland and B. D. Katchor advising time and place of 
examination. The examiners, Messrs. Mildren and 
Craig, reported that the three candidates had passed. 
The Registrar was authorised to advise the apprentices 
accordingly. 

Equipment in Pharmacies.—Mr. Lipsham gave notice 
of the following motion which he intended to move at 
the March meeting: 

“That in 1962 the list of equipment required in 
harmacies employing apprentices be extended to 
include the installation of a water or refrigerator type 
cooling system which reaches the dispensary area. 
If the basic idea is acceptable then further decisions 
will be necessary.

compulsory only with new enrolments.”

Inspections and Actions.—E. C. Sauer and employee 
Mrs. L. Wright: The President stated that he had dis- 
cussed the matter of representation in the Supreme 
Court with Mr. J. R. Cornish, who had suggested that 
the Board retain a Q.C. for the following reasons: (a) 
greater ability to present adequate case, (b) presiding 
judge more impressed with argument by Q.C., (c) appel- 
lant to be represented by a most capable counsel, and 
(d) that any subsequent approach to the Government 
would be backed by the assurance that the Board had 
used the best meahs available for success. 

The President stated that the action would probably 
be costly, but in view of the legal advice, he had 
authorised the briefing of Mr. C. H. Bright, Q.C. The 
President’s action was endorsed. 

The Registrar stated that he had received a report 
by telephone alleging that dirty conditions existed in 
a pharmacy. He had contacted Mr. McCarthy, and a 
joint inspection by Mr. C. C. Moody and an inspector 
from the Department of Public Health had been carried 
out. Mr. Moody’s report was tabled. It was noted that 
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the pharmacy was not dirty, although a dispensary sink 
in view of customers did appear in need of replacement.

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY Meeting 


On the evening of February 27 some 100 members and 
invited Associate members met together in Balfour’s 
Cafe, King William Street, for the half-yearly meeting 
of the Pharmaceutical Society of South Australia, pre- 
sided over by Mr. K. D. Johnson, 

After the usual and necessary formalities were con- 
cluded, the President made comments about the raising 
of student fees to cope with rising costs of salaries, 
equipment for additional courses of instruction in the 
pharmacy laboratory. 

His next topic was to report on the Council’s inability 
to induce the Editorial Committee of the A.P.F. to pub- 
lish a new and up-to-date edition or to introduce the 
metric system to meet the needs of hospitals abandoning 
the Imperial system of weights and measures. 

A little more success had come from the S.A. remit 
to P.A.A. requesting consideration of research scholar- 
ships, and the question was now under more active con- 
sideration than during the 18 months which had passed 
since the Adelaide conference. 

The next meeting of A.N.Z.A.A.S. was due in Bris- 
bane next June. It was already known that Messrs. 
Reynolds, Anderson and Stock would be attending. 
Other participants were not yet known. 

The introduction into hospital outpatients’ depart- 
ments of the system of labelling all medicines with 
details of content was being investigated by Mr. L. 
Jeffs in order to tind out any repercussions which might 
come from this break with tradition. 

The President then spoke of the donation from the 
estate of the late H. G. Bevilaqua and the founding of 
a memorial prize carrying his name. The formalities 
were now complete and the honour would be available 
for the academic year of 1961.

Bulletin from the President of the Pharmaceutical 
Association of Australia: The President gave a brief 
summary of the items contained in the bulletin which 
covered: 

(a) reference to the honour paid to Mr. K. S. Porter 
on his retirement from the Pharmacy Board of 
South Australia. 

(b) the formation of a committee to investigate the 
project mentioned in a South Australian remit 
to the 1959 P.A.A. Conference, viz.: The establish- 
ment of a scholarship for the promotion of speci- 
fically pharmaceutical research. 
general observations on research with particular 
reference to the type of work undertaken by 
Professor S. E. Wright in the Pharmacy Depart- 
ment of the University of Sydney; also the possi- 
bility of extensions of research in pharmacy 
teaching establishments in other States, following 
the appointment of senior personnel. 


(d) travelling scholarships made available through 
the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia. 

(e) a proposed science supplement as suggested by 
South Australia at the 1959 P.A.A. Conference, 
and the subsequent proposal for the formation of 
a group of interested people from the drug trade, 
and including other than registered pharmaceu- 
tical chemists, to ally themselves with Section 
“O” and produce a greater number and range of 
papers on Pharmaceutical Science for publication 
in “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy.” 

In this regard, the suggestion was also made 
that this new body might become a member of 
the Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, in 
which case there would need to be an amendment 
of the Constitution of the Association. 

(f) the Brisbane meeting of A.N.Z.A.A.S. in May, 
1961, and the possibility of a meeting of the 
Association executive during Conference week. 

(g) the reprint of the 1955 edition of the Australian 
Pharmaceutical Formulary. 

(h) the recent publication of a supplement to the 
British Pharmacopoeia, 1958. ; 

(i) the alteration of Postal Regulations relating to 
the forwarding of Dangerous Drugs, Restricted 
Drugs and Poisons which should be sent only by 
registered mail. This has been amended to pro- 
vide that such form of posting should be limited 
to Dangerous Drugs and Narcotics only. 

The Association’s subsequent action was to 
request reversion to the former restriction.

Reprint of 1955 Edition: Letter from P.A.A. asking 
for requirements of South Australia for the reprint was 
received and considered. It was decided that no order 
should be placed at this stage, but that the Secreta 
should order in small batches from Victoria as required. 


Suggested Science Publication: Letter from the 
Manager, “The Australasian Journal of Pharmacy,” 
advising further consideration by Committee of Man- 
agement and decision reaffirming the views expressed 
earlier, that a separate publication or supplement should 
not be produced.

Constitution and Rules: The Secretary advised that 
the printed stock was becoming depleted and that con- 
sideration of a reprint would shortly be necessary.

It was generally agreed that the 
series of four by Mr. Reynolds should be arranged on 
successive Wednesday evenings in June, and as a result 
of the response, the series by Mr. Anderson could be 
given in August or September. The President stated 
that he would discuss dates with the two lecturers 
concerned. 

Dinner to Those Newly Qualified.—Mr. Spafford re- 
ported that the sub-committee had arranged for a Smor- 
gasbord Dinner to be held at the Marryatville Hotel 
on May 3. The sub-committee was at present arranging 
a means of organisation of a sufficient attendance of 
older members. Mr. Spafford said that he would then 
collaborate with the Secretary regarding detail. 

National Heart Campaign.—The President put before 
members the proposal as it had also been discussed 
with Mr. A. A. Russell, President of the State Branch 
of the Guild.

THE GUILD Meeting 
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The State Branch Committee of the South Australian 
Branch of the Guild met at Gilbert Place, Adelaide, on 
March 9, at 7.30 p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. A. A. Russell (Chairman), J. W. 
Stain, G. P. Bartold, Walter C. Cotterell, A. G. Lean, 
J. D. Duncan, J. Measday, J. Physick, R. R. Patrick, 
D. K. Wilson and S. S. Woods (Secretary). 

Repatriation Agreement.—The President informed 
members that he had received a copy of the agreement 
which would be handed to the Minister of Repatriation. 
Mr. Russell referred to each clause in the proposed 
agreement and said, generally speaking, they reflected 
the views of the State Branch Committee. 

National Health Act.—A letter from the Victorian 
Branch sought the opinion of the South Australian State 
Branch on a proposal to call a meeting of all State 
Branch Committees. 

After discussion, it was agreed that little purpose 
would be served, as distinct from the expense involved, 
in a meeting of all members of the six State Branch 
Committees. 

It was agreed that the service of a stenographer would 
be helpful in recording interviews with representatives 
of Commonwealth Department of Health. 

Correspondence from the Federal Director of Public 
Relations advised that an exploratory meeting had been 
held between the Guild and Commonwealth Department 
of Health regarding an adjustment of Professional Fees. 

Test Prescription.—Mr. Stain reported that a suburban 
member had informed him that during his absence on 
holidays his pharmacy had been visited by an officer 
of Commonwealth Department of Health, and as a 
result of an action by the relieving pharmacist, the 
member was warned in writing that if similar action 
was taken in the future his approval to dispense would 
be withdrawn. 

Following discussion, it was resolved that the matter 
be taken up with the Chief Pharmacist in Adelaide, 
and that a letter be sent to Federal Office regarding 
action taken on an earlier remit. When the full facts 
have been collated, all members to be advised through 
the Bulletin. 

Federal Award.—A discussion on the proposed Federal 
award took place, and it was resolved to write to Mr. 
L. W. Smith, Federal Supervisor, for clarification on the 
points raised. 

Week-end Symposium.—Mr. Lean informed members 
that all arrangements had been completed for the 
Symposium, and that a large number of members had 
expressed their intention of attending both gatherings. 

Kotex and Veldown Tissues.—A letter from the Vic- 
torian Branch advising its resolution on the sale of 
Veldown Tissues and Kotex (silk stocking) was read 
and noted. 

Pharmaceutical and Veterinary Liaison Committee.— 
Mr. Duncan informed members that the first meeting of 
the Joint Committees had been held and a satisfactory 
beginning had resulted in the discussions to iron out 
the problems affecting both organisations. 

Guild members had already been advised through the 
Bulletin regarding the necessity to conform to the re- 
quirements shown on Veterinary prescriptions. 
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It was decided in response to a request from the 
Veterinary Association that Mr. R. C. McCarthy would 
speak at their meeting on April 14. 

Ethical Disposal Scheme.—It was resolved that when 
the next list of ethicals for sale was forwarded to mem- 
bers, they were to be informed that if they desired to 
purchase any ethicals not listed, a request should be 
sent to the Guild Office together with a 5d. stamp for 
each item required. All requirements would be listed 
in the following month’s issue. 

C.O. Lines to Industrial Companies.—A reply from 
D.H.A. was read regarding the company’s policy relating 
to “Chemist Only” supplies to Industrial Companies 
and it was decided to take no action. 

F. H. Faulding & Co.—The President tabled a copy 
of a letter he had sent to the Chairman of Directors 
of the company concerning the policy it had been 
implementing in the sales of Health and Beauty Aids 
in shops other than in Pharmacy and the sales of Agfa 
Colour Films through a Bank Staff Club at a discount. 


Mr. Russell advised that the Chairman of Directors 
had phoned him and stated that he would have inquiries 
instituted into the Health and Beauty Aids policy. 
Advice had also been received that the special discount 
to a Bank Staff Club had been withdrawn. 

Visit to Elizabeth.—Mr. Russell stated that he felt 
that a satisfactory result would be the outcome of the 
meeting of members from Elizabeth, Gawler and Salis- 
bury held on February 19, when the main topic discussed 
was the matter of trading hours. 


“Gilseal” Agreement.—The Solicitors for R. D. Toppin 
& Sons Pty. Ltd. had submitted a few minor amend- 
ments to the agreement, and after discussion it was 
decided to confer with our solicitors to finalise the 
details. 

Pricing Officer's Report.—Mr. Stain referred to “Gil- 
seal” saccharin and adjustment of “Gilseal” lines.

PURPOSE IN LIVING PROCESSES 


TELEOLOGY is defined in the Concise Oxford English 
Dictionary as “the view that developments are due to 
the purpose or design that is served by them.” In the 
victory or Darwinism over the Lamarckian theories, this 
view came to be regarded as a major heresy in biological 
thinking. The controversy is most simply illustrated 
by the familiar story of the giraffe. To say that the 
giraffe has a long neck because it tried to reach the 
highest leaves is teleological heresy; the orthodox view 
is that the giraffe eats the highest leaves because it has 
a long neck. The teleological view is still looked on 
with grave suspicion by most biological scientists; how- 
ever, there have always been a few independent thinkers 
who have regarded the too rigid condemnation of tele- 
ology as itself a source of serious error. 


Frederic Wood Jones and William Agar said repeatedly 
that the greatest medical scientists were those who saw 
purpose in all living processes. In the Bancroft Memorial 
Lecture in 1931, Wood Jones said: “To admire the per- 
fection of an adaptation is to be suspected of a belief 
in teleology, and . . . it were better that a man should 
believe in a geocentric universe or in a flat earth than 
that he should be branded a teleologist.” The antiteleolo- 
gical fashion has persisted in the medical sciences, and 
many physiologists and pathologists exclude the idea of 
purpose from their teaching. Yet a great physiologist, 
C. L. Evans, once wrote: “Adaptation should be adopted 
by physiologists as a law like those of conservation of 
matter and of energy.” 


At the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science in 1956, R: W. Gerard contributed to a sym- 
posium entitled “Fundamental Units and Concepts of 
Science.” His mechanical explanations of biological 
happenings were criticised by Michael Polanyi, another 
contributor to the symposium. Polanyi said: “The fact 
that a so learned, ingenious and imaginative survey of 
living beings should deal so perfunctorily with some of 
the most important questions concerning them [indi- 
cates] a fundamental deficiency in biological thinking.” 
If a rat laps up a sweet solution, Polanyi writes, the 
rational explanation is that the rat likes the sweet taste; 
yet tasting and liking are facts physics and chemistry 
cannot explain. He states that the current ideal of 
“scientificality” would destroy biology but for the wise 
neglect of consistency by its supporters: “It is perilous 
to rely indefinitely on a conceptual framework that 
denies reality to the things we actually believe in.”— 
“Medical Journal of Australia.”

ROYAL VISITOR AT PHARMACEUTICAL 
CONFERENCE 


The profession of pharmacy was honoured by the at- 
tendance of the King of Denmark and His Excellency 
Niels Bohr, President of the Royal Danish Academy of 
Sciences, at the opening of this year’s meeting of the 
International Pharmaceutical Federation at Copenhagen 
on August 29. 

Thirty-three countries were represented at the 
meeting. 

The theme of Professor Bohr’s address was the “Inter- 
connection of All Sciences.” The professor, who is a 
distinguished Danish physicist, recalled the part played 
by Hans Christian Oersted in the inter-relationship be- 
tween pharmaceutical and other sciences, by his re- 
searches into electromagnetism and by helping to estab- 
lish the first pharmaceutical examination in Denmark. 

The Congress of Pharmaceutical Sciences dealt with 
a symposium on enzymes and the Industrial Pharma- 
cists’ Section discussed a report on trade marks for medi- 
cinal substances.

THEFT OF NARCOTICS 


Drug Squad detectives are investigating a big theft 
of narcotics from Ross’ Pharmacy, in Belmore Road, 
Riverwood, N.S.W. The drugs, mostly for injection, in- 
clude pethidine, morphine and omnopon. Det.-Sgt. 
Astill and Dets. Edwards and Davies are investigating. 

This is the second time Mr. K. H. Ross has had a visit 
from thieves. Last September a large quantity of drugs 
was stolen from his pharmacy, and following the advice 
of his insurance company, he installed extra safety pre- 
cautions, including bars on outside windows and steel 
reinforcements to doors. 

The pharmacy is situated in a building housing offices 
and shops, but no residences. It has access to the rest 
of the building through a door, which was reinforced. 
The thieves on their second visit ripped the door and 
frame from the walls, having entered through another 
shop in the building. The thieves tore the door off the 
D.D. cupboard (fitted with safety locks), took the whole 
stock of injectibles and other drugs, and then ran- 
sacked the entire shop, taking expensive cosmetics, all 
the cameras, razors, etc. They appeared to know 
exactly what they wanted and where to look for it. 

The theft occurred between 4 a.m. and 5 am. The 
watchman in the area has stated that at 4 a.m. all was 
well as far as he could see, and his next call was at 
5 a.m., when the place was found to be in a shambles. 
It would have needed more than one man to remove 
the door from the walls, and half a dozen cigarette 
butts were found in the premises. A couple of other 
oe in the Riverwood area were burgled at the same 
ime. 

There is a very ready market for narcotics and the 
other types of goods which were stolen. 


PHARMACIST CHARGED WITH MURDER 


A 61-year-old Paddington (N.S.W.) pharmacy pro- 
prietor was remanded in Central Court, Sydney, on a 
charge of having murdered a girl, Robin Isobel Pas- 
field. He is William Alan Green, of Alt Street, Waver- 
ley. He was charged with having, at Woollahra, on 
February 18, murdered Pasfield and with, at Woollahra, 
on February 10, using an instrument on Pasfield with 
intent to procure a miscarriage. 

Mr. F. G. Pocock, S.M., remanded Green to the 
Coroner’s Court on May 8, on £1500 bail. The Police 
Prosecutor, Sgt. D. Goode, asking for the remand, said 
Green was originally charged with attempting to pro- 
cure a miscarriage and was granted bail in Central 
Court on February 14, of £1500 bail. Then the girl, who 
was critically ill following the original charge, died, 
Lay a was rearrested and charged with murder, 

e said. 

Sgt. Goode said: “The defendant is the proprietor of a 
chemist’s shop at Paddington, and although this is a 
serious charge, we do not say he would not attend if 
granted bail.” 

Mr. I. Walsh (for Green) told Mr. Pocock the charge 
would be defended. Mr. Walsh asked that either £1500 
bail be placed on one charge or £750 bail be placed 
on each of the two charges. 

Mr. Pocock allowed bail in £1500 on the charge of

VALE ALFRED ROGERS 


The death occurred at Lewisham Hospital on Feb- 
ruary 20 of the oldest practising pharmacist in N.S.W., 
in the person of Mr. Alfred Rogers, aged 95 years. 

The late Alfred Rogers was born in Beaufort, Vic- 
toria, in 1865. Later he moved to Deniliquin, where he 
served a five-year apprenticeship in the pharmacy owned 
by Mr. Glyde. In 1887 he transferred to Sydney, where 
he worked in a number of pharmacies. 

Certificates were issued to the late Mr. Rogers, stating 
that he was “A Member of a Practical Chemistry Class 
and a Principles and Practice of Pharmacy Class in 
1889.” These classes were run by the Pharmaceutical 
Society, and the Certificates were signed by Edwin 
Quale and W. Pinhey, dated July 11, 1889. 

He was registered as a M.P.S. on July 18, 1893, and as 
a pharmaceutical chemist by the then newly constituted 
Pharmacy Board on October 14, 1897, his registered 
number being 224. 

He bought the pharmacy in Parramatta Road, Leich- 
hardt, in 1903 from H. S. Brothwood, formerly President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society, and remained in business 
in the same shop until his death. 

Many apprentices passed through his hands, includ- 
ing Mr. Tom Hannan, who was a Gold Medallist at the 
Sydney University in 1923, and is now managing the 
pharmacy for Mrs. Rogers. 

The late Mr. Rogers was a bowls enthusiast, playing 
in many interstate games, and at the time of his death 
was a life member of the Victoria Park Bowling Club. 

The 1882 indenture of Alfred Rogers is most interest- 
ing. It reads:— 

“THIS INDENTURE witnesseth that—Alfred Rogers 
of his own free will and with the approbation of his 
father, Alfred Rogers, of Beaufort in the colony of Vic- 
toria, doth put himself Apprentice to Henry Alfred 
Glyde—Pharmacetical Chemist, Cressy Street, Denili- 
quin, New South Wales, to learn the art and with him 
after the manner of an apprentice to serve from the First 
day of March in the present year of One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-Two until the term of Five Years 
from thence next following to be fully complete and 
ended; during which time the said apprentice, the said 
H. A. Glyde, faithfully shall and will serve; his secrets 
keep, and his lawful commands everywhere gladly do, 
he shall do no damage to the said H. A. Glyde nor see 
it to be done by others; but to the best of his power 
shall let or forthwith give warning to the said H. A. 
Glyde of the same. The goods of the said H. A. Glyde 
he shall not waste, nor lend them unlawfully to any; 
hurt the said H. A. Glyde he shall not do, cause, or pro- 
cure to be done; he shall neither buy nor sell without 
the said H. A. Glyde’s license. Taverns, inns, or ale- 
houses he shall not haunt; at cards, dice, tables, or any 
other unlawful game he shall not play nor from the

Sterling being paid as premium to the said H. A. Glyde 
by the said Alfred Rogers—the father—on or before the 
first day of April of the present year (1882); Board and 
Lodgings for the full term, also the sum of One Pound 
Sterling every week during the fifth year of the said 
term. 


And for the true performance of all and every of the 
Covenants and agreements aforesaid either of the said 
parties bindeth himself unto the other firmly by these 
presents. In witness thereof the parties aforesaid to these 
Indentures interchangeably have set their hand and

The following was written across the document: 

“IT hereby certify that Alfred Rogers has completed 
the term of five years mentioned in this indenture, and 
that during the whole period he has fulfilled his duties 
to my entire satisfaction and I have always found him 
sober, steady, and an accurate dispenser.

Remember the big fuss made by the B.M.A. 
when the N.H.S. was introduced? “Thin end of 
the wedge towards nationalisation of medical 
services,” “the doctor will not be told what to 
prescribe,” and other similar statements. Now 
the majority will tell you “Almost all of my 
scripts are on the N.H.S.—patients expect it.” 
Is this a victory for the Health Dept.? Why 
has, in most cases, the vehement medical anti- 
pathy to the scheme eased? I could give you 
several reasons.

Pharmacy managers in one State get an in- 
crease award for salary. So the Federal Guild 
ups the dispensing fee 27% (except in the price 
control State), the fee, that is, other than 
N.H.S. It can be assumed they will negotiate 
with the Health Dept. for an increase there, 
too. Will it be granted? Until that decision is 
given the non-N.H.S. prescriptions have to do 
the carrying. And if the decision goes against, 
then, according to figures seen from time to 
time on the proportion of N.H.S. to total scripts 
written, varying with locality somewhere 
between 15 to 25% will have to carry the 
increased dispensing burden. It is the type of 
move which drives more and more doctors 
towards writing even higher percentages of 
N.H.S. scripts—on which you get a lower mark- 
up and a lower professional fee. And it will 
result in more patients being told verbally by 
the doctor to get from the chemist (where no 
prescription control applies) the preparation 
they would have prescribed. You don’t believe 
this?

Financial.—The Treasurer, Mr. Hall, pointed out that 
the statement of accounts showed a surplus of £1754 for 
the year. The cost of supplying the “A.J.P.” to members 
amounted to 37.7 per cent. of the total income from 
subscriptions, while the cost of the Digest was 5 per 
cent. of the income from members’ subscriptions. 

Life Membership.—Mr. Winterton raised the question 
of whether the life membership should be deleted from 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Powell said that at the November meeting of 
Council the President had been instructed to contact 
the President of the Guild to ascertain the date the 
Guild would be moving to the new premises and also 
to arrange for a preliminary discussion on the matter 
of staff arrangements. 

Mr. Winterton said he had not yet been able to arrange 
a meeting between the Executive of the Guild and the 
Executive of the Society. 

Mr. Powell said that arrangements regarding the staff, 
etc., could not be made until the meeting with the Guild 
had been held. Then there was the matter of furnish- 
ing. A full four months had gone by and nothing had 
been done. It was time that positive steps were taken 


to arrange a meeting. 
Mr. Hall said that even if the Council decided to

THE COST OF MEDICINE 


Car manufacturers are putting more cars on the roads 
than our antiquated road system is able to carry. Asa 
result, the accident rate is rising from year to year and 
more hospital beds are filled with casualty cases. Making 
profits out of car production is highly praiseworthy and 
in the national interest, but making a profit out of 
keeping people fit, returning them more quickly to 
work and preventing them from becoming a burden to 
others, is wicked in the extreme and a national disgrace. 
Newspapers call for drastic cuts in drug prices in their 
political sections, while in their editorial columns they 
recommend investment in precisely those firms which 
would suffer if these political slogans were to bear fruit. 
Nobody has yet suggested that the publishers of Lady 
Chatterley’s Lover should be subject to price investi- 
gation. After all, it was a Court decision which made 
their sales soar, proportionately much more than the 
increase in the number of prescriptions following the 
decision by Parliament to introduce a “free” National 
Health Service. 


Let those who try to undermine the financial basis 
of the pharmaceutical industry by irksome restrictions 
and by the application of an arbitrary set of prices 
ponder over the fact that the success of the industry 
depends on preserving life. Let them remember that 
the very life of the industry and, consequently, the life 
of each individual member of the community, depends 
on their interpretation of the scheme. Theirs is a grave 
responsibility. We cannot afford to have a pharma- 
ceutical service run on medieval principles in the 20th 
Century.—“The Retail Chemist.”

AMENDMENT OF THE DANGEROUS DRUGS 
REGULATIONS 


Regulation 34 of the Dangerous Drugs Regulations 
1930 was amended by Proclamation published in the Go- 
vernment Gazette, No. 18, dated March 8, 1961, by in- 
serting in item 4 of Sub-regulation (vii) after the words 
“antibiotic metabolites” the words “except cycloserine.” 

The antibiotics come within the class which are 
generally referred to as “special specified drugs.” These 
substances may be supplied only on prescription, but 
there is no limitation on the number of repeats, nor does 
fone cancellation provision of the Regulations apply to 
them. 

The effect of the amendment which has been gazetted 
is to place the antibiotic cycloserine in a different cate- 
gory. It becomes a fully controlled specified drug. It 
may be dispensed only as many times as prescribed in 
writing on the prescription directs, and when the pre- 
scription has been dispensed on the last occasion legally 
permitted, it must be cancelled. 


ADDITIONS TO THE SCHEDULE OF SPECIFIED 
DRUGS 


The following items were added to paragraph (2) of 
the Sixth Schedule of the Poisons Act 1958, Specified 
Drugs, by Proclamation in the Government Gazette, No. 
17, March 1, 1961:— 

CHLOROBENZOXOLE. 

PHENYL-TERTIARY-BUTYLAMINE. 


AMENDMENT OF THE FOURTH SCHEDULE TO THE 
POISONS ACT 


Poisonous substances and preparations included in 
the Fourth Schedule to the Poisons Act 1958 may be 
sold only by chemists, general dealers in poisons and 
chemists licensed to sell poisonous substances and 
preparations. 

Special labelling provisions are contained in the Regu- 
lations, and containers must comply with the specifica- 
tions laid down for such substances. 

In the Government Gazette, No. 17, dated March 1, 
1961, the words “and parasiticides” was added to the 
item relating to organic phosphate insecticides. This 
item as amended now reads: 

“Organic Phosphate Insecticides and Parasiticides 
such as dimethyl-paranitrophenylthiophosphate, Par- 
athion, Niram, E605, Phosfone, Paraphos, dimethyl- 
paranitrophenylthiophosphate, hexaethyltetraphos- 
phate, HETP, Hexone, Demite, Hetraphos, tetra- 
ethylpyrophosphate, TEPP, Tephos, Malathion, Dia- 
zinon, octamethylpyrophosphoramide, OMPA, ‘dieth- 
oxythiophosphoric ester of 2-ethylmercaptoethanol, 
Systox, EPN, or their isoners, whether known as such 
or by any other name, and all preparations and ad- 
mixtures thereof.

Employees Earning More Than £2,000 Per Annum 

The P.D.L. Directors have made inquiries regarding 
the position of employees in pharmacies who are earn- 
ing over £2,000 per annum, and the advice received is 
that such employees are outside the scope of the Work- 
ers’ Compensation Act. 

However, subject to the payment of a premium on the 
earnings of such persons, a Workers’ Compensation 
policy may be endorsed to grant the equivalent of 
Workers’ Compensation benefits and/or Common Law 
Liability to such persons. 

The employees themselves, of course, may obtain 
personal accident, or personal accident and sickness in- 
surance in their own right as an alternative cover, and 
this would have the advantage of being a cover for 24 
hours per day, seven days per week, and not merely 
during the hours of employment. P.D.L. has had a long- 
standing arrangement for personal accident and sick- 
ness insurance with the Colonial Mutual Life Assurance 
Society Ltd. 

Workers’ Compensation insurance, as well as Che- 
mists’ Indemnity and other general insurances, is hand- 
led by P.D.L. through Melbourne Fire Office Ltd.

SALARIED PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMISTS’ 
ASSOCIATION 


Annual Report 


Activities of the Victorian Salaried Pharmaceutical 
Chemists’ Association are summarised in the Annual 
Report, a copy of which the President, Mr. J. H. Snow, 
has sent us. 

The report states the Association had its most suc- 
cessful year in industrial negotiations in 1960. 

Under the new awards a pharmaceutical chemist in 
Victoria does not receive less than £30 per week of 40 
hours. The new salary rates, it is claimed, are more in 
line with realism than previously. 

Late in the year the Association opposed an appeal 
by employers against the Wages Board decision to in- 
crease rates for apprentices. 

Reference is made to statements concerning shortage 
of registered chemists, and it is stated that whilst it is 
important there should be no great shortage, both 
pharmacy and the community would suffer if there was 
a surplus. 

Membership of the Association increased from 180 to 
350 during 1960. 


THE INTERMEDIATE AND FINAL EXAMINATIONS 


Former graduates of the College, and members gener- 
ally, will be interested in changes which have been 
made in the arrangements for conducting the Inter- 
mediate and Final Examinations. 

Previously, under the old course, First and Second 
Year examinations were conducted by the College staff, 
and the Intermediate and Final Examinations by the 
Pharmacy Board. 

The latter examinations were the statutory examina- 
tions, control of which rested with the Pharmacy Board. 

Under the new arrangement both the Intermediate 
and the Final Examinations will be taken in two sec- 
tions. 

The first section of the Intermediate Examination will 
be taken at the end of the First Year of the full-time 
course. This will be known as the Pharmacy I Examina- 
tion. The second part of the examination will be at the 
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end of the second year of the full-time course, and will 
be known as the Pharmacy II Examination. 

The first part of the Final Examination will be taken 
after successful completion of the Third Year of the 
course, and when this examination has been passed, and 
practical training of 3,000 hours completed, candidates 
will be admitted to the second section of the Final 
Examination, which will consist of a practical pharmacy 
examination—an examination in the practice of phar- 
macy—which will probably be in the form of an oral 
examination. 


INCOME TAX—CONCESSIONAL DEDUCTIONS IN 
RELATION TO FEES PAID BY STUDENTS OF THE 
COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 


The Deputy Commissioner of Taxation in a letter 
dated February 24 has advised as follows:— 

A student of the Victorian College of Pharmacy en- 
rolled prior to the year 1960 fails to qualify as a “student 
child” for the purposes of section 82B of the Income 
Tax Act, and parents are not entitled to deductions 
under Section 82J for education expenses fur such 
students. 

However, as the new syllabus commencing in 1960 
requires students to undertake full-time study for the 
first three years of the course, and then to undertake 
full-time practical training, any such student will qualify 
as a “student child,” and fees paid by a taxpayer to 
the College in respect of that student’s education subject 
to other requirements of the section are allowable 
deductions. 

The relevant deductions therefore are allowable to 
parents of students under the new syllabus, but not to 
parents of students who commenced prior to 1960, and 
are continuing students on a part-time basis. 

Arrangements have been made for certificates to be 
issued to students or to parents of students of the new 
course to the effect that they were enrolled as full-time 
students in 1960, 1961 or 1962 as the case may be. It 
is advised that parents should attach such certificates 
to their income tax returns when claiming concessional 
deductions for the student. 


LECTURER IN PHYSIOLOGY APPOINTED TO 
COLLEGE STAFF 


Mrs. M. Ressom has been appointed Lecturer in 
Physiology in the Victorian College of Pharmacy. 

This appointment coincides with the introduction of 
Physiology as a major subject in the new full-time 
Second Year Course, which commences this year. 

Mrs. Ressom was trained at the Leicester School of 
Pharmacy and is a graduate (B.Sc., Pharm.) of the Uni- 
versity of London. 

She has been in Australia about eight years, during 
which time she has been attached to the Department of 
Pharmacology and Physiology, University of Melbourne. 

The new Physiology Syllabus adopted by the Council 
is as follows:

RESEARCH IN THE PHARMACEUTICAL INDUSTRY 
Creativity 

Millions of dollars are being spent in this industry on 
so-called research. Anyone who has had contact with 
the research programmes will admit that a substantial 
part of the money invested in research is wasted. Some 
authorities say 10 per cent.; some say 50 per cent. I 
once analysed a research programme at the request of a 
client who was spending over a million and a half 
dollars annually without getting any return. I found 
two things, among many things, that represented a 
sheer waste of money. One was an antibiotic pro- 
gramme. Ten men were involved. None had had any 
experience in antibiotic research; neither had the re- 
search director. Considering the number of chemists 
engaged in antibiotic research for the last 20 years, the 
chance of a new discovery by this small inexperienced 
group was about one in ten million. Another project, 
involving a large team, would have involved a process 
so costly to operate, and the product would have re- 
quired such expensive raw materials, that there wasn’t 
a hope in hell that the product could have been sold at 
competitive prices, even if the research programme had 
been successful. 


Recently, Dr. H. C. Brown of Purdue University 
separated research into three phases: basic research, 
which is the search for understanding—the search for 
truth for truth’s sake only; exploratory research: the 
search for discovery; and applied research: research 
directed at a specific objective. Dr. Brown pointed out 
that all phases of research overlap, and he pointed out 
that even applied research “can lead to momentous 
discoveries and basic advancement if properly directed 
and executed.” Dr. Brown takes a dim view of the 
creativity of industrial research. He points out that in 
the United States there are 80,000 industrial scientists 
on whom hundreds of millions of dollars are being spent 
annually. Dr. Brown said that, while many patents 
were issued, very few are original, and so-called indus- 
trial research is contributing very little to the advance- 
ment of science. In this opinion he was supported by 
Dr. W. S. Johnson, who in 1957 won the A.C.S. award 
for creative research. He stated that the ratio of man 
hours to discoveries is very high. He pointed out that 
most awards go to academic scientists and that of 89 
chemistry members of the National Academy of Scien- 
tists, only six are from industry. 

We are not going to stop the waste of research invest- 
ment, nor are we going to make our research efforts 
more creative, unless top management changes its atti- 
tude and its management control practices. I’d hazard 
a guess that 90 per cent. of all company presidents in 
this industry think of research as a marketing tool. 
The research department, so-called, is a place where 
new products can be developed and new gimmicks 
created for tne marketing boys. When a company presi- 
dent authorises the investment of some millions of 
dollars in a new, well-equipped laboratory, he wants 
products—damned quick! As one of them said to me, 
“T’ve given those long-haired b... a new lab. and every- 
thing they want in it. Now let’s see what they’ll come 
up with.” } 

While there are a few very affluent companies who 


can afford to support basic research in universities, the 
majority of the firms in the trade, in the present state 
of our organisation, can afford to support applied 
research only. So, I think both management and re- 
search people should stop kidding themselves that they 
are engaged in basic research. Even the National 
Cancer Programme, which is referred to as a research 
programme, is no more than an empirical screening 
process, more Edisonian than scientific in character. —

SOCIETY OF HOSPITAL PHARMACISTS OF 
AUSTRALIA 

A meeting of the Victorian Committee was held at 
the Royal Melbourne Hospital on March 20. 

Present.—Mr. Barry Dean (Chairman), Miss M. Dodg- 
shun and Messrs. F. J. Boyd, Ron Bray, W. G. Mercer, 
V. Frank and Miss P. K. Donohoe (minutes secretary). 

Arising out of the report from the Pharmaceutical 
Association concerning the A.P.F. Editorial Committee, 
it was felt that a practising hospital pharmaceutical 
chemist could with advantage be elected to the com- 
mittee. A letter is to be forwarded asking that the 
Society of Hospital Pharmacists be given the oppor- 
tunity to nominate one of its members. : ; 

Further to the A.P.F. Editorial Committee’s intimation 
that the metric edition of the A.P.F. was inadvisable 
at this stage, it was recommended that the matter be 
taken up again and that the alternative metric equiva- 
lents should be included in the printing of new editions. 
During the transition stage the two sets of weights and 
measures would be most desirable and helpful to many 
pharmaceutical chemists. It was stated that a number 
of hospitals was already using the metric system. In 
order to achieve uniformity many have adopted the 
A.P.F. as a basis for a number of formulae. It is con- 
sidered desirable to have a much greater use of the 
A.P.F. in hospitals. The use of metric weights would 
stimulate more interest. 

A letter was received from the Pharmaceutical Society 
concerning a recommendation for the issue of a Radio- 
isotopes Certificate to those members who had a satis- 
factory attendance at lectures and demonstrations. To 
assist in this matter a format of the type of certificate 
the State Branch Committee had in mind to be for- 
warded. 

Mr. Bray notified the committee that he would be 
leaving shortly with his wife for a trip overseas. He 
thought he would be away for about six months, during 
which time he would be visiting several European coun- 
tries and the United Kingdom. Mr. Bray will be look- 
ing into Investigation Techniques involved in the study 
of Chemical and Biological defects in Ultra-Violet Radia- 
tion. He will also be calling at a number of hospitals 
to observe the work and conditions of pharmacy prac- 
tised in hospitals. He felt it would be better for him 
to resign his position as the Hon. Secretary. The Com- 
mittee received Mr. Bray’s. resignation with regret and 
granted six months leave of absence. Mr. Mercer has 
undertaken to act as Hon. Secretary until the next 
annual general meeting. 

On behalf of the planning committee, Mr. Boyd sub- 
mitted a report of the proposals for 1961-62.

Inquiry by the Board.—A report was given to the 
Board by the President concerning an interview with 
the solicitors on the question of an inquiry which the 
Board had, at its previous meeting, determined to hold.

Amending Poisons Bill.—The President reported that 
he had been informed by the Minister of Health that 
the prospects of the Amending Poisons Bill, which had 
been prepared and submitted by the Board, being 
enacted this year were not great. It was probable that 
the Bill would be introduced and held over. 

Report of Selection Committee.—Mr. Braithwaite, a 
member of the Pharmaceutical Society’s Selection Com- 
mittee, submitted a brief report on selection of students 
for 1961. He said that up-to-date enrolments for the 
First Year class totalled 212. The original selection was 
of 137 students, all of whom had full Matriculation. 
Provision was made for the readmission of 60 students 
who had failed in First Year, 1960, and a number of 
places had been reserved for students of the Second 
Year who were permitted to commence First Year again 
after failure of Second Year old time course. There 
had been a number of withdrawals from applicants 
selected in the first batch, and these places had been 
filled by those who were included in a reserve list. 


In the discussion which followed Mr. Braithwaite’s 
report, the view was expressed that selection as it had 
been carried out in the past 20 years should be dis- 
continued. 

The President thanked Mr. Braithwaite for his report. 

Practical Training.—The position of students who had 
completed two years of apprenticeship in conjunction 
with the old part-time course and who might now be 
admitted to the First Year of the new course was con- 
sidered, and it was resolved that they be granted an 
allowance of 2000 hours of the compulsory period of 
3000 hours of practical training in lieu of the two years 
of apprenticeship which they had served. 


The Entrance Examination.—Notice of motion was 
given by a member that the question of prescribing 
Matriculation mathematics as a pre-requisite for en- 
trance to the course be discussed at the next meeting. 


Reciprocity with Great Britain.—The following letter 
from the Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain was 
read and the contents noted:— 


“The Council have now reviewed the position of 
reciprocity agreements following receipt of information 
from the various authorities with reference to their 
present and prospective requirements in response to the 
request made last April. It has been noted that con- 
siderable progress has been made in recent years towards 
the assimilation of educational standards to a common 
pattern throughout the States concerned, and the re- 
quirements of a number of authorities are now in 
accordance with the view put forward by the Society 
in 1955. In the Council’s opinion developments in the 
sphere of pharmacy since this matter was first raised 
by the Society in 1955 reinforce the desirability of the 
policy which the Council put forward at that time, and 
they feel it is now a matter of urgency that all the 
reciprocating authorities that have not done so should 
now adopt that policy. It is appreciated that factors 
over which the authorities have no control may delay 
its application, but it would considerably ease the situ- 
ation if at least the policy were adopted, even though 
its application may not be possible in the immediate 
future. 


“I think you will the more appreciate this point if I 
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say that the requirements for qualification in this 
country now involve a three-year final academic course 
which is one year more than the proposal put forward 
by the Council in 1955, the work of chemistry, physics 
and biology which was formerly done in the first year 
of the three year course, now being undertaken in the 
grammar school over a period normally of two years. 
These new requirements are in line with those for 
university degrees in pharmacy in this country. 


“Having regard to the above considerations, the 
Council propose to reconsider the matter further in 
three years time in the hope that by then the proposal 
of 1955, namely, that there should be an academic course 
of three years at a university or similar institution in 
addition to a period of practical training, will have been 
adopted by all the authorities.” 

Report re Drunkenness.—A report from the Police 
concerning a pharmaceutical chemist found drunk in 
charge of a dispensary was received, and it was resolved 
that the chemist concerned be interviewed by a com- 
mittee of the Board. 

Financial—The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly statement, and accounts totalling £1393/17/8 
were passed for payment. 

The meeting then adjourned.

PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY Meeting 


The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria 
met at the College of Pharmacy, 381 Royal Parade, 
Parkville, on March 1, at 9.30 a.m. 

Present.—Mr. F. W. Johnson (President) in the Chair, 
Mrs. P. A. Crawford, Messrs. S. J. Baird, A. L. Hull, 
L. Long, C. B. Macgibbon, J. R. Oxley, K. Ramsay, 
E. Scott, C. P. A. Taylor, G. K. Treleaven, G. H. Wil- 
liams, F. C. Kent (Secretary), T. G. Allen (Minutes 
Secretary) and R. H. Borowski (Assistant Secretary). 

Library.—The Hon. Librarian, Mrs. Crawford, reported 
that no meeting of the Committee had been held in the 
preceding month. A meeting, however, to consider re- 
organisation of the Library and arrangements of books, 
would be held shortly. At that meeting the Council’s 
recommendation that all reference books should be 
available for students in the Library would be con- 
sidered. 

Books recently acquired for the Library were available 
for inspection by the Council’s members. 

Correspondence.—Formal correspondence was tabled 
and the following letters were considered. 

From a former student inquiring about the availability 
of coaching for the Final Examination. Advice was 
sought from the Dean and a suitable reply was sent. 

From a country hospital concerning the possibility of 
obtaining the services of a registered assistant. Hospital 
advised that no names were available, but that their 
inquiry had been sent on to the principal drug houses. 


From Mr. A. Sibel thanking the Council for letter 
of sympathy. 

To the Superintendent, St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion, expressing thanks for co-operation in providing 
First Aid courses in the College of Pharmacy during 
1960, and intimating that in future students will be 
required to attend courses in their own localities. 


From the parent of a student who had failed in one 
subject at the Intermediate Supplementary Examination, 
asking that in view of special circumstances the student 
be permitted to proceed to the Fourth Year Course.— 
The Council resolved that the application could not be 
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granted. It was pointed out that there were a con- 
siderable number of students in very much the same 
category. 

From the Deputy Commissioner of Taxation, advising 
that fees paid by or on behalf of students in the new 
full-time course would be allowable deductions for 
income tax purposes. It was resolved that this decision 
be publicised. 

Railway Concession Fares.—The Secretary reported 
that concessional deductions for travel on Victorian 
Railways were now available for students of the new 
Course. 

Discussion took place on the refusal of the Tramways 
Board to make similar concessions. After discussion, it 
was resolved that further representations be made in 
regard to this matter.

Model Pharmacy.—The President reported that the 
model pharmacy in the College building was now prac- 
tically complete and was well worth a visit from those 
who had not seen it. 


A suggestion that Mr. Eric Scott should prepare a 
report for the next meeting of the Council on the 
stocking and operation of the pharmacy was adopted. 


Museum.—A plan for setting out details of the Sigma 
Museum in the College was tabled together with an 
estimate of the cost. Certain modifications were sug- 
gested by the Council, and it was resolved that these 
be referred back to the firm who had prepared the plans. 


Students’ Recreation Room.—The President reported 
that this room was practically completed. It was an 
excellent room with plenty of space. The Secretary 
reported that the Student Council had considered the 
matter of furnishing, and had indicated that tables, 
chairs and lounges were the principal requirements. 
They had no desire that the room be utilised as a games 
room. 


A suggestion that students participate in selection of 
furnishings for the Recreation Room was agreed to. 


Mural.—The President reported that the artist, Mr. L. 
Annois, had indicated that the Mural in the Assembly 
Hall would be completed before the end of May. Pre- 
liminary discussion concerning the unveiling of the 
Mural took place. 


Orientation Day.—A memorandum from the Dean, 
setting out details for the Orientation Day at the College 
as planned by the Student Council, was placed before 
the Council and approved. The Council agreed to pro- 
vide afternoon tea on that occasion. 


Lecturer in Physiology.—It was reported that one 
application had been received, and the Council resolved 
that this applicant should be interviewed. 


Demonstrators.—Reference was made to the difficulty 
in securing a sufficient number of Demonstrators, par- 
ticularly in the subject of Pharmaceutics. 


Members of the Council expressed the view that there 
were some members of the Society who, if approached, 
would be willing to give their services for one half day 
a week. It was agreed that Council members forward 
to the Secretary the names of persons they thought 
would undertake this duty. 


Supplementary Examinations.—The results of the 
Second Year Supplementary Examination were tabled 
together with a report from the Dean. The Dean's 
report indicated that 95 candidates presented, 57 passed 
and two were permitted to enter Third Year and take 
subsequent examinations in Botany during the year. 
Seventeen candidates were given permission to apply 
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for entry to First Year of the full-time course, and the 
courses of 18 other students were terminated. The 
report of the Dean indicated that their results were so 
poor that they should abandon the course. 


In reply to a question the Secretary said that the 
matter of recognition of time served as apprentices by 
these students would be considered by the Pharmacy 
Board at its meeting on March 8, after which a ruling 
would be issued. 


The case of one student was specially considered and 
a compensatory pass was awarded. 


The report on the Supplementary Examination was 
adopted. 


Futher discussion took place, and it was agreed that 
the Council would discuss the whole matter of exami- 
nations with the Pharmacy Board. 


Annual Meeting.—Arrangements for the Annual Meet- 
ing were further discussed, and it was resolved that in 
addition to the formal business some films should be 
screened. 


Retirement of Mr. G. H. Williams.—The President 
referred to the retirement from the Council of Mr. G. H. 
Williams. He said this was the last occasion on which 
Mr. Williams would be present at a meeting of the 
Council, and it was fitting that his wonderful services 
to pharmacy should be commemorated. Members agreed 
to a suggestion from the President that a dinner be 
arranged for the purpose of honouring Mr. Williams 
and at the same time to say “au revoir” to Mr. and Mrs. 
Oxley, who will be leaving on an overseas trip in April. 

Tributes were paid by practically every member of 
the Council around the Council table to the work done 
by Mr. Williams for the Society. 

The President said that it was a stimulating experience 
to hear the expressions and tributes of the members of 
the Council. Mr. Williams was in every way worthy 
of all that had been said. Mr. Williams’ father also 
served on the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society. 
Speaking personally, he wished to convey his appreci- 
ation of what Mr. Williams had been to them and how 
they all felt towards him. As he retired from this 
activity they wished him good health and many years 
of “good fishing and good hunting.” 


Mr. Williams said he was quite embarrassed to hear 
what his friends on the Council had to say, but as they 
were the expressions of good friends, they meant a great 
deal. He had been brought up in the tradition of phar- 
macy, and found that on looking up the “Chemist and 
Druggist,” his father had served for a number of years 
on the Pharmacy Board of South Australia, and had 
been a lecturer in Materia Medica. He was influenced 
in his decision to relinquish office by the thought that 
with the completion of the new College they were 
entering a new era in which he could not contribute. 

The present organisation called for practical, straight, 
hard business for Council members, and he visualised 
great development. He wished to thank his fellow 
members of the Council, whom he regarded as deep 
friends, for the sentiments they had expressed. 

Church Services—The President reported that the 
annual Church Services would be held this year on 
Sunday, June 25 

Presentation of Diplomas.—It was reported that 
Monday evening, June 26, had been fixed for the date 
of this ceremony. 

Financial.—The Hon. Treasurer submitted the monthly 
financial statement, and accounts totalling £5072/1/10 
were passed for payment. 

Selection—Mr. Baird referred to the number of 
students selected for entry to the College in 1961. He 
also quoted statistics of increasing population, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the number of new students

It was resolved 
that an appropriate letter be submitted to “The Herald” 
for publication. 


Course in Radioactive Isotopes.—It was resolved that 
the possibility of organising a further Course in the 
handling of Radioactive Isotopes in 1961 be investigated. 


The meeting terminated at 1.30 p.m.

From the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria, acknow- 
ledging with thanks payment of £25 for P.D.L. prize in 
practical dispensing (1961). 


To Melbourne Fire Office Ltd., drawing attention to 
the position of some pharmaceutical chemists employed 
as managers, relievers or assistants who were in receipt 
of more than £2000 per annum as salary or wages. It 
was asked: (1) The present maximum wages ebove 
which workers’ compensation did not apply, (2) Whether 
M.F.O. would be prepared to cover for workers’ com- 
pensation employees in receipt of more than the present 
maximum, and (3) If the answer to question 2 was 
“No,” whether there was any other way such employees 
could be covered. The replies from Melbourne Fire 
Office Ltd. were: (1) Employees earning over £2000 per 
annum are outside the scope of the Workers’ Compen- 
sation Act, (2) Subject to the payment of premium on 
the earnings of such persons, a workers’ compensation 
policy might be endorsed to grant the equivalent of 
workers’ compensation benefits and/or common law 
liability to such persons, (3) While in the above circum- 
stances question No. 3 did not call for reply, M.F.O. 


mentioned that personal accident or pomens accident 
and sickness insurance was available as alternative 
cover, and this would be a 24 hours per day, seven days 
per week, cover—not merely during the ours of em- 
ployment.—It was resolved that suitable publicity be 
given to this matter. 


Chemists’ Indemnity Covers under £5000: Melbourne 
Fire Office Ltd. forwarded the names of approximately 
one-fourth of the members in Victoria who held 
Chemists’ Indemnity insurance cover for amounts less 
than £5000. The Chairman said the pa of gather- 
ing these names was to make a special appeal to country 
members to increase their covers to £5000 at least, in 
view of the special risks incurred in the handling of 
veterinary work. Several suggestions were made, and 
it was resolved that the subject be listed for further 
discussion at the next meeting.

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PROPRIETORS’ “GLOOMY FUTURE” 


Predictions of a Brains Trust at Plymouth 


A gloomy future for the independent proprietor phar- 
macist was forecast by members of a “brains trust” at 
a meeting of Plymouth Branch of the Pharmaceutical 
Society, held in Plymouth on November 21. Members 
of the panel were Messrs. F. J. Packer (Branch Chair- 
man), L. W. J. Simpson (manager of a multiple phar- 
macy), E. C. Burrow (private retail pharmacist), W. F. 
Eustace-Pedlar (Secretary, Local Pharmaceutical Com- 
mittee) and S. H. Mitchell (Clerk to Plymouth Execu- 
tive Council). The question-master was Mr. Mervyn 
Madge (Branch Secretary). The panel were asked by 
Mr. C. A. PARK how they envisaged the practice of 
retail pharmacy in ten years’ time. Mr. BURROW 
thought that the pestle and mortar and the balance 
would be things of the past. There would be less dis- 
pensing on the outskirts of towns due to the formation 
of group practices by doctors. He estimated that about 
20 per cent. of pharmacies would close. There would 
be intense competition and less gross profit, and one-man 
businesses, if extant, would work long hours. He thought 
that pharmacies would tend to be placed at busy focal 
points, and with a larger turnover would be able to 
employ two or more qualified men who would have 
more time for relaxation. 


Mr. SIMPSON thought that there would be more self- 
service in pharmacy. There would be increasing com- 
petition with the supermarkets. He, too, thought the 
pestle and mortar would tend to disappear, but not the 
dispensing balance. 


Mr. MERVYN MADGE stated that he had recently 
attended a conference on self-service, and he thought 
that there would be every tendency for big combines 
in this country to follow the American pattern, though 
that did not necessarily apply in all respects to phar- 
macy. Large combines would take derelict sites near 
main towns or main roads, buying the land cheaply and 
building their own shopping centres. One was already 
mooted between a large multiple chemist, a large 
textile combine store and a large provision group to 
create their own shopping centre. 


Mr. K. J. WADGE said that the cost of living had 
gone up, rates were higher, heating and lighting cost 
more, wages were higher, transport costs were up, yet 
the Ministry of Health asked pharmacists to prove their 
ease for higher N.H.S. remuneration. Did the panel 
think that chemists could convince the Ministry that 
they deserved an immediate increase, particularly after 
other professions in the N.H.S. had been granted higher 
salaries? Mr. EUSTACE-PEDLAR stated that an in- 
quiry was going on at the moment. That had been 
greatly hampered because the private pharmacist had 
not completed the necessary forms, though the multiples 
and co-operatives had. He did not necessarily blame 
the private retailer for that, since the forms were most 
complicated and really needed professional assistance. 
The Ministry had now agreed to accept the 35 per cent. 
report, but the Ministry of Health would not consider 
any application for increase unless based on factual 
evidence.—From “The Chemist and Druggist.”
